Little Quebec Hamlet Ovei 
whelmed While It's In- 
habitants Slept 



MORE THAN THIRTY • DEAD 



Clay Bank of Du Lievre River 
Undermined by Spring 
Freshet 



Buckingham, Que., April 27. — A ter- 
rlblo disaster occurred early yesterday 
morning at Notre Dame do la Sallette, 
a little hamlet about IS miles north- 
east from Buckingham, by which over 
30 people lost their lives. The hamlet 
Is situated on the Elver Du Lievre, nt 
the toot of a hill, and about 5 o'clock 
in the morning, when most of the vil- 
lagers were in their beds, a tremend- 
ous landslide occurred. An enormous 
mass of earth and snow rushed down 
the mountain side and engulfed several 
houses, with all their occupants. Ow- 
ing to the remote location of the ham- 
let, and tlfts fact that it lias neither 
telegraph nor telephone communica- 
tion, details of the catastrophe were 
very hard to get. Requests have been 
sent to Buckingham for 25 coffins, and 
these have already been sent. 

Immediately upon receipt of the 
news at Buckingham, all 'the doctors 
la the place, with a largo force of men, 
responded to the call for aid and drove 
to Notre Dame de la .Sallette while 
procession of wagons took 25 coffins 
to the scene. 

Notre Dame de la Sallette is a vil- 
lage of about 40 houses, woodf-n frame 
buildings. There is a frame church 
and the usual presbytery. The villag- 
ers are farmers, who work In the bush, 
nearly all French-Canadians. .Situat- 
ed ln"a hollow, surrounded by hills, the 
place has great scenic beauty. It is 
located on the lowest land on that part 
of the river. 

The revised list makes tho total of 
dead 30, as follows: Mrs. Paul Des- 
jardine and two boys dead, one girl 
rescued; Mr. and Mrs. D. Deslau.riers 
and five children dead, one hoy res- 
cued;' Mrs. Emmanuel Lapointo and 
seven grandchildren; Mrs. Camllle La- 
polrite and two children rescued, Mrs. 
Napoleon Charron and three children 
dead; one child, of L. Morris dead, re- 
mainder of family rescued; Joseph 
Murray and five children and Adelaide 
Murray dead. Mioslng, two English- 
speaking men, apparently travelers, 
who staved at Desjardln's house. 

Those who have returned from Notre 
Dame de la Sallette bring the follow- 
ing account of what took place: At 
■i o'clock Sunday morning the river Du 
Lievee in Us usual spring food under- 
mined the west bank, just opposite No- 
tre Dame de la Salette. It was a high 
bank of blue clay, and as If it bad been 
placed on rollers, a section of ten acres 
slid into the river, forming a tremen- 
dous dam across tho stream, which Is 
about four hundred feet wide at this 
point. Ice piled up to tho height or 
thirty or forty feet. Then with a rush 
the imprisoned waters precipitated the 
whole frozen mass right upon tho vil- 
lage. It came back like a great tidal 
wave, breaking down all barriers and 
crushing some fourteen or fifteen 
houses. The water stopped for a mo- 
ment, then passed on down the river 
again, flowing over the site of the ten 
acres that hail slid into the new posi- 
tion. 

There was no time for warning, no 
possibility for escape, the occupants of 
the houses, numbering over thirty, were 
probably instantly killed or crushed 
and smothered Into unconsciousness by 
the hundreds of tons of ice and water, 
and their romalns ill ho found among 
the wreckage of their homes. 

The work of rescue Is by no means an 
pasy one. ,-uirl in sonic instances dyna- 
mite may have to be used to clear a 
way the large blocks of Ice and clear 
up the debris. As in all small villages 
the people were almost as one family, 
some connected by ties of blood, some 
by marriage and all by community of 
interests. 



To llio survivors who were not in tho 
patli of the terrible Ice jam and flood 
the disaster comes with the same shock 
as though it had carried away members 
of their very household. There has 
never been anything like .this • disaster 
in this part of tho country before 
Those who dwell on the river banks 
look for occasional floods, and take 
them as a matter of course, oven hen 
them as a matter of course, even when 
they do somu damage. But here was 
nearly half of the population, practi- 
cally, of a wliolo village crushed to 
death in an Instant by a disaster which 
in Its details Is one of the most re- 
markable ever heard of. The combina- 
tion of landslide, ice jam and flood has 
given rlso to a catastrophe that was 
never thought of by the villagers, and 
their bewilderment Is almost equal to 
their sorrow. 



Killed by a Train. 

Niagara Falls, Out., April 27. — J. Mc- 
Intee, residing on Cataract Avenue, 
was struck and instantly killed by a 
Michigan Central Railroad stone and 
sand train at Queen Street crossing 
this morning. 



Gordon Group Bonded 

According to advices received by 
the steamer Amur from tho Queen 
Charlotte Islands, the Gordon group 
on Collinson bay has been bonded by 
J. Abrams, a well known Kootenay 
mining man for $150,000, and a gang 
of fourteen miners have started work 
on tho property. It Is reported Mr. 
Abrams will also bond the Becky group 
nearby.

Atlanta, Ga., April 27.— Conditions 
In the districts stricken by the storm 
show no improvement, according to 
lute reports today. The death list 
may reach 450, The hat of injured 
stands at 1,277. 

Another Storm. 

Meridian, Miss., April 27. — A disas- 
trous tornado passed through tho 
sparsely settled section of Eastern 
Mississippi south of 'this rfity late 
yesterday. Meridian also was visited 
by a remarkable wind, rain and hail 
storm. Much damage was done to 
crops and shrubbery. Timber proper- 
ties are reported almost devastated. 

A report received here last night 
says that the timher section of South- 
ern Mississippi 'and the adjacent Ala- 
bama territory has again been visited 
by a heavy storm, and much damage 
done. 

N Wisconsin Visited. 

Marinette, April 27. — Early today a 
storm of almost hurricane velocity 
from the northeast swept over this 
part of the country, doing considerable 
damage to shipping and other pro- 
perty. In "Squatterstown," the home 
of local fishermen, tho water Is four 
or five feet high. Fishing boats, and 
rowboats were wrecked, and the peo- 
ple were driven from town by tho 
water, which flooded their homes. 
Cows pigs and chickens perished In 
the unexpected flood, which came like 
a tidal wave. The w>.tor in tho river 
rose six feet, the highest on record. 
Another in Alabama. 

Selma, Ala,, April 27. — A terrific 
storm struck this section last night, 
resulting In tho death of four aegroos 
and a heavy property damage. A 
large number of cattle were killed. 
The Alabama river la rising rapidly, 
and flood warnings have been sent out. 

Mobile, Ala., April 27— Reports from 
\ho lower bay say that the storm 
early today was . fierce^ and many 
ships at anchor were dragged some 
distance. A quarantine barge was 
badly damaged. The American three- 
masted schooner llenriette J. Powell, 
from Mexican ports, bound to Pasca- 
goula, Miss., went ashore on the south- 
ern end of Petit Bois Island. 

Movement for Relief. 

Washington, April 27.— The officials 
of the Rod Cross said today tho or- 
ganization stood ready to assist in 
any way It could in extending help to 
the suffering persons from the tornado 
In Mississippi and other states. It 
already has taken up tho matter with 
the governor of Mississippi. By un- 
animous consent, the House today on 
motion of Mr. Bartlott. Georgia, ad- 
opted a resolution of sympathy with 
the storm sufferers, and authorizing 
tlie Secretary of War to furnish tents, 
provisions and supplies and render 
such other aid as may be deemed ne- 
cessary. Tho president after confer- 
ring with Secretary of the Navy Met- 
calfe, today telegraphed Governor 
Noel, stating that the War and Navy 
Departments, the Marine Hospital ser- 
vice, and the Red Cross stood ready 
to give aid wherever needed. Upon 
receipt of a reply from the governor, 
all four organizations will begin a 
movement of relief.

Superintendent Clarks Says 
Government Inspection 
is Faulty 



Toronto, April 27— At a clinical 
meeting of the Orthopoedic hospital, 
Dr. Clarke, superintendent of the Tor- 
onto asylum, for the Insane, in a lec- 
ture, made the remarkable statement 
that of 200 patients admitted to tho 
asylum during tin- past year, 120 were 
foreigners, and the greater part of 
these were recent arrivals. 

He said that the cost of mainten- 
ance of those who could not ho de- 
ported would be for the Toronto asylum 
alono at least $1(00,000. 

The cause of it, "said Dr. Clarke, 
was the extremely bad supervision of 
immigrants. Inspection was not what 
It should be. 

RICH CHINAMAN'S CRIME 

Cut Throat of Slave Girl While De- 
tained by United States Im- 
migration Officials 



Belllngham, Wash., April 27.— Lee 
Wing Waha, a rich Chinaman, who 
with a Chinese girl, 20 years old, and 
who he says was his wife, but who Is 
believed to be a slave of his, was de- 
tained in the United States Immigra- 
tion shed at Sumas, murdered the girl 
by cutting her throat on Saturday 
night. Today at the county jail he 
told a Chinaman that a Chinese in- 
terpreter for tho government at ' the 
detention station planned to deport 
Waha to China and keep the girl 
himself. For this reason, he says he 
killed her. On the way to this city he 
offered the. sheriff $1,000 if he could 
be allowed to go bock to China. The 
story he told to the sheriff! last night 
is that the woman tried to kill her- 
self and that he finished the job by 
cutting 1 ■•r throat with a razor.

LOST OVERBOARD FROM 
EMPRESS OF INDIA 



John Robertson, Son of Late H, 
J, Robertson of Moresby 
Island, Drowned 



While the R. M. S. Empress of India, 
■Cupt. Beetlmm of the C. P. R. line, 
was plunging Into a heavy head sea 
during a strong south-east sale on 
Saturday morning at 9 o'clock while 
tho steamer was on her way from Yo- 
kohama to this port, John Robertson, 
son of the late H J. Robertson, of 
Moresby Island and brother of Capt. 
Robertson, pilot of the steamer Prin- 
cess May, a resident of tills city, was 
swept from the foc-sle head by a 
heavy Sea and swept to death while 
some few of his shipmates who wit- 
nessed the disaster, looked on impot- 
ent to aid 1dm. Robertson, with John j 
Dick and two other able seamen of 
the R. M. S. Empress of India, were 
ordered on to the foc-sle head of the 
liner to put covers on the ventilators, 
which were catching much of the 
water coming Inboard as the seas 
broke. Robertson and Dick were out- 
side the breakwater, close to the bow- 
sprit of tho steamer, when the sea 
broke. Dick was knocked against an 
anchor and partially -stunned, and 
when the spray cleared the two others 
saw the green seas foaming overside 
and Robertson was gone. 

There was a shout of "Man Over- 
board." Quickly the alarm was given, 
men hurried to the mastheads, to scan 
the sea, running high; a boat was 
dropped to the water's edge In the 
davits. But nothing could be done. 
One of his former messmates caught, 
a glimpse- of Robertson drifting by the 
steamer's poop with upturned face 
staring toward the white liner from 
which no help could be given. The un- 
fortunate man was wearing high rub- 
ber boots reaching to his hips, and 
clad In heavy clothing with oilskins, 
and, even, in smooth water would 
scarce have been able to battlo until 
a boat could have reached him. He 
was swept by the side of the steamer 
and astern almost before the alarm 
had been given, and the last seen of 
him was when he was carried past the 
poop. Soon afterward he disappeared. 

Jumped from High Bridge. 
St. Catharines, April 27.— Wm. 
Convey while walking across the 
Grand" Trunk trestle bridge suddenly 
jumped over into a shallow creek, 
1-10 feet below. By a miracle ho miss- 
ed the rocks and foil on the flat of his 
back In four feet of water. He was 
not seriously injured and will prob- 
ably recover. 

Granby Smelter 

Grand Forks, I.?. C. April 27.— Fur- 
nace No S of the Granby smelter was 
blown* out on Sunday to allow some 
repairs to be made on it. It Is likely 
that connection will hn made from 
this furnace to the new Hue dust 
chamber before it is blown in again. 
This will be two of the Granb.v's bat- 
tery of eight furnaces out of commis- 
sion for a short while. 



Atlin Hotel Destroyed 

Atlln, April 20.— The Gold house, the 
largest hotel at Discovery, was burned 
to the ground early this morning. Tho 
loss Is $10,000, outside of $1,500 in 
bank notes which could not be saved. 
It Is a miracle that no one was killed. 
The lire was caused by the explosion 
In the acetylene gas plant. The 
guests, who had just left the breakfast 
room, were hurled through the win- 
dows, but no one was seriously hurt. 

Doukiiobors Returning. 

Fort William, April 27.— The nine- 
teen Doukhobors who were in jail at 
Port Arthur and the fifty-eight left In 
Fort William were tit midnight all 
loaded Into a C.P.R. coach bound for 
the west. Preparations for this coup 
have been progressing for some weeks, 
but were kept very quiet until all was 
ready, The Doukhobors flnaly express- 
ed their wilingness to take the train 
for the west They were supplied with 
an interpreter and ample food to last 
to their destination, Yorkton. 



Another increase In the licence for 
saloons, hotels, wholesale liquor and 
bottling licenses is what Alderman 
Gleason proposes the city council 
should make. Last night he Intro- 
duced a bylaw to amend tho Revenue* 
Bylaw so that the tax now being paid 
should bo materially increased. The 
measure took tho majority of the al- 
dermen by surprise as the notice post- 
ed on Saturday, as requl-eo', mer»iy 
stated 'ibftt Alderman Gleason would 
ask leave to introduce a bylaw to 
amend tho Revenue Bylaw but gave 
no further details. Alderman Camer- 
on objected to being called upon to 
pass on the measure before he had 
time to consider it and Aldermen Hall / 
and Mabel also suggested that a little 
undue haste was being shown In rush- 
ing the matter into the council when 
the aldermen had no Idea that tho 
proposition was about to be made. 
Tho upshot of these objections was 
to hold the measure over until next 
meeting. 

, Substantial Increase. 

Under Alderman Gleason's proposed 
amendments the license for saloons, 
which Is at present $200 every six 
months, that being the figure to which 
this class of license as well as that 
for hotels was raised by tho last coun- 
cil, would be increased to $300 halt 
yearly, the bottlo license Increased 
from $150 to $250 half yearly and the 
wholesale license from $75 to $150, tho 
bylaw to take effect from and after 
July 14, next. 

In Introducing tho bylaw Alderman 
Gleason declared that the council Is 
face to face with the problem of meet- 
ing the ordinary and extraordinary! 
expenditures and he felt that tho liqu- 
or trade of the city was not paying s% 
sufficiently high enough licence fee. 
In the case of breweries and wholesalo 
liquor concerns, the ta:c of 575 every 
six months was not, he thought, any- 
thing like adequate and as tho city has 
been given authority by the legisla- 
ture, to increase tho license for these 
classes of business to $150 ho urged 
that the city should do so. 

Traffic Costs City Much. 

Alderman Gleason reiterated his ar- 
guments made on previous occasions 
anont the great cost of regulating the 
liquor traffic. He declared that tho 
liquor traffic was directly responsi- 
ble for the necessity of tho recent in- 
crease in the police force and that to 
this traffic could be traced tho great 
majority of cases which are dally 
handled in tho police court. He quot- 
ed statistics to show that !n one month 
out of a total of 157 cases in the po- 
lice court a total of 137 were duo to 
drink. He told of how he had recent- 
ly met a policeman on tho street and 
in answer to his query of "what's do- 
ing" the stalwart had stated that he 
was busy going from saloon to saloon 
to warn the proprietors not to sell 
liquor to two individuals who had 
been "Si washed." On another oc- 
casion he had seen a drunken man 
being taken to the station nnd It 
needed three policemen besides tho 
driver of the patrol wagon to land tho 
offender. 

In January there were SG4 meals 
served In the police station, in Febru- 
ary 1159 and in March 1001 and in 
addition to that the city had been put 
to great expense in nursing patients 
suffering from delirium tremens. 

All of these facts, declared Alder- 
man Gleason, pointed to the necessity 
of the liquor traflic contributing more 
money to meet the cost of a condition 
of affairs for which t.iat traffic is di- 
rectly responsible. He old not be- 
lieve that a high license from a tem- 
perance standpoint was effective, but 
in justice to the citizens who paid 
their share of the taxes the liquor 
traffic should bo made to supply what 
money is required to regulate it. 
Somewhat Too Hasty. 

Alderman Pauline criticized Alder- 
man Gleason who was, he stated, in- 
troducing a measure for revenue only, 
and he would be sorry to think that 
tho city is so financially fixed that It 
would have to raise the liquor licences.. 
Alderman Pauline suggested that the 
Council bo given more time to think 
the matter over, and Alderman Cam- 
eron also protested against being 
forced to pass upon the bylaw with- 
out first having an opportunity to 
consider the matter In all its bearings. 
It was, he =aid, springing tho question 
on the Council in a most unexpected 
manner. It was the first ho had hoard 
of any such measure. He understood 
that the licence fee for saloons and 
hotels had been raised last year, and 
he doubted the advisability of making 
another increase without first going 
carefully Into the .whole matter. 

Alderman Gleason pointed out that 
it was not the intention to raise tho 
licence of restaurants as such had 
been raised last year and those places 
of business are now paying what ho 
considered was a right and proper tax. 
In regard to the bottle licence, the city 
could make It as high as it desired, 
the only restriction being that it 
should riot be less than $75 for every 
six months. Alderman Gleason plead- 
ed that he had no intention of rail- 
roading the measure through tho 
Council, though he failed to see what 
there was in the measure which could 
not bo disposed of at once. 

Should Be Heard. 

Alderman Henderson suggested that 
before the city took any such steps 
it would only be fair that the liquor

,,The accommodation of the provincial 
asylum is so taxed that the govern- 
ment luis decided to begin the con- 
struction of u new building in tho 
course of a few weeks. Architects will 
be asked for competitive plans In a 
day or so and Immediately 'hey tire 
received and approved, tenders will bo 
called, all other preliminary details 
rushed to completion, and everything 
possible done to hurry the start of 
active work. An appropriation of 
$60,000 was made for the undertaking 
at the last session of tho legislature. 

Seen yesterday Hon. Dr. Young, 
minister of education, stated that the 
new structure would be placed on a 
part of the 1,000 acres recently se- 
cured by the authorities for the pur- 
pose. This is situated near the Junc- 
tion of the CoQuitlam and Fraser riv- 
ers, about live miles from the city of 
New Westminster. Therefore It will 
be entirely distinct from the present 
asylum. 

In discussing the plans of the gov- 
ernment with reference to tlds insti- 
tution, the minister said that it was 
the intention, in the course of time, to' 
change the site of the asylum to 
where the new building will be placed, 
abandoning the present quarters al- 
together. The latter are not only not 
sufficiently commodious to meet the 
requirements, but they are not up-to- 
date, It being impossible to treat the 
patients according to modern methods. 
With an Institution, situated some dis- 
tance from a thickly populated centre, 
it would be aossiblo to deal with tho 
Insane in a different manner than at 
present. They would not be fenced 
within a small area, but would bo 
given reasonable liberty. There would 
be as little restraint placed upon them 
as was consistent with the safety of 
those who might be residing In tho 
vicinity. 

The contemplated site .was ad- 
mirably adapted to the carrying out 
of the system in mind. A large por- 
tion o[ the 1.000 acres was bottom 
land lying along the banks of the 
Fraser witli soil of tlio most fertile 
character. Back of It was an area of 
comparative upland. The former, It 
was intended, to convert into a vege- 
table garden atid general farm. This

Chapter 107) and to act as sanitary 
officer to enforce the provisions of 
tho Health Bylaw. 

The bylaw provides for the appoint- 
ment of assistant sanitary inspectors 
who shall be sanitary inspectors and 
lieulth officers and also inspector!) of 
food, drugs, agricultural fertilizers ,and 
other articles enumerated in the 
schedules to the -Adulteration Act" 
tho Dominion Act. These inspectors 
will enfore the law and take all steps 
lo proseeuto offenders but before do- 
ing so shall report to the mayor all 
breaches of the regulations. Tho in- 
spectors shall also enforce the pro- 
visions of the regulations governing 
tho sale of milk and the management 
of dairies, cow-sheds and milk shops 
under the provisions of tho provincial 
board of health of tho province; shall 
lliforco the regulations governing the 
.'(instruction, equipment and manage- 
ment of slaughter houses and - shall 
also perform tho duties of milk In- 
spection und carry out the provisions 
of every other city regulation deal- 
ing with the public health. Such in-' 
spectora shall examine all milk, cream, 
butter cheese, meat, poultry, fish, 
vegetables, and other products offered 
for sale for human food or drink and 
shall have authority to enter all plac- 
es where sucli is kept and seize and 
destroy all such foods which is taint- 
ed and unwholesome. Offences 
against the bylaw shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than $100. 

The above bylaw was put through 
Its various stages and will be finally 
reconsidered and passed at the next 
meeting of the council. Under it the 
present milk inspector will probably 
be ina.de an assistant to the sanitary 
Inspector whose duties will include 
those now attended by the former of- 
ficial. 

Duties of Officials. 

Tho bylaw to define, the duties of 
the comptroller and the superintendent 
of streets, which Alderman Camer- 
on asked leave to introduce, did not 
come ui> for consideration. Alderman 
Cameron explained that ho was doubt- 
ful as to Just what was wanted for 
needed In the case of the latter of- 
ficial who, he thought should be un- 
der the city engineer while the comp- 
troller is under the mayor. To de- 
fine their respective duties would re- 
quire much consideration. Finally on 
tho suggestion of Alderman Mabie It 
was decided to leave the matter to tt 
committee consisting of . Aldermen 
Henderson, Mable and McKeown who 
will report to the next meeting of the 
streets, bridges and sewers com- 
mittee.

\fter ten years' travelling in 
Asia and Australia, in New 
the Sandwich Islands, in the 
Riviera and Southern Europe and 
other places, I have yet to see the 
equal of Victoria among the cities of 
the wor'd with regard to general situ- 
ation, climatic and other conditions.

Tims, Mr. Frank S. Barnard, of this 
city, who, with .Mrs. Barnard, re- 
turned by the It. M.S. Empress of In- 
dia, yesterday from Yokohama after a 
tour of the world, lasting nearly a 
year. About twelve months ago Mr. 
ami Mrs. Barnard left here by the 
C.P.R. system and travelled across the 
Atlantic on Cue R.M.S. Empress of 
Ireland, which is as desirable a steam- 
er to travel upon as runs across that 
ocean. After a short stay in Europe, 
Mr. and Mrs. Barnard went to the con- 
tinent and spent three months motor- 
ing in franco. Air. Barnard purchased 
a high-powered large touring car. 
which was shipped to Victoria by tho 
Blue Funnel line after the motoring 
tour in Europe ended, arriving by tho 
last Holt liner. The roads of France, 
Germany, Switzerland and Austria 
were found excellent f ir motoring and 
tlio Victorians bad an enjoyable time. 

from Europe they took passage to 
flu' Orient by one of the steamers of 
the North German Lloyd, the Prin- 
zessln Alice, and debarked at Kobe, 
from where they went to Kyoto, the 
ancient Japanese capital, and spent a 
pleasant holiday in Japan. The 
weather, though, toward the close of 
their slay was exceptional, there being 
six Inches of snow on the level in 
"nliohaiftn on April 11. This had not 
ecu equalled lii the knowledge of the 
blest inhabitant. 



President Roosevelt has extended his 
sympathy to W. J. Jeffs and Mrs. Jeffs 
of Victoria, B. C, and Mr. S. K. Jeffs 
of Taeomu in consequence of tho case 
of their son, Frederick Jeffs, formerly 
of Victoria, third matt- of the Norwe- 
gian bark Alexandria, marooned in the 
Galapagos group after the vvrfck of 
that vessel. In March the 17, S. S. 
Yankton sent by President Roosevelt 
searched in vain for the missing man, 
Congressman \Y. Cushman of Tacbma 
has forwarded the following copy of 
a letter from President Roosevelt, 
through his secretary Win. Loeb, re- 
garding the search: 

"Regarding your call at the White 
House today to convey to the pre',1- 
dent the thanks of Mr. S. J. Jeffs and 
his father and mother for the presi- 
dent's interest and efforts in trying 
to aid In tiie rescue of Fred Jeffs, who 
was on Indefatigable island In the Pa- 
cllic ocean, the president begs to send 
through you to the members of the 
Jeffs family in your state his appreci- 
ation of their kind message. He also 
wishes you to express to them his sym- 
pathy In their bereavement, and his 
great regret that his efforts to aid In 
the rescue of their sou and brother 
was not more successful." 

Included in the official correspond- 
once of this case is a detailed report 
from Lieut. W. R. Gherardi, command- 
ing tiie Yankton, regarding the efforts 
made by Hie Yankton's crew to Und 
Jeffs on the island. 

"The Yankton arrived at Wreck bay 
Chatham island, March !!, and, after 
conferring with the local authorities, 
secured two native guides and proceed- 
ed to indefatigable island, one of the 
Galapagos group, situated In about 10 
minutes south latitude and 90 degrees 
and 3S minutes west longitude. At the 
stop heavy guns were llred and four 
men were landed to spend the night 
and the following day in case the miss- 
ing man should appear. Next the 
Yankton went to a point between eight 
and ten miles to the south .and west, 
where fresh water was found, the re- 
port adding: 

" * * * the camp of a number of 
men, hastily abandoned; a hut, cloth- 
ing hanging on bushes, remains of tin 
cans, a rusty rifle, etc. This was, with- 
out doubt, tho camp occupied by the 
captain and his men and from which 
they were taken by the sloop from 
Guayaquil. * * * Among the articles 
found was a rusty razor with the name 
"Jeffs" scratched on the side of the 
handle. How this article came there 
can only be guessed." 

Searqhlight and Gun Used 

Thence the Yankton went to the 
west side of the island, playing a 
searchlight about during the night and 
tiring a rocket every half hour during 
darkness. The searchlight was seen 
from the other side of Indefatigable 
by the party there. At daylight the 
beach was searched, but no one had 
appeared. 

"A return was made to tho place 
where tho party had been landed. 
Traces) wore found of both a party and 
of a single man in tho vicinity of the 
pools near the beach. The report con- 
tinues: "Th,. progress of one party 
of men to the south was noted, and 
the barefooted tracks of a single man 
were plainly marked In the volcanic 
crust in the vicinity of one of the pools 
of water and tlio remains of a small 
lire and other traces of occupation 
were noted.' A single pole was found 
rigged on the point near tin landing. 

"Although this part of the coast was 
searched by this party, guns fired and 
bonfires kept going throughout the 
night, no signs of Jeffs' being alive 
were made. 

"In passing between various ponts on 
the island where landings were made 
a sharp lookout was kepi on the shore 
through spyglasses for a signal of any 
description or for anything In motion." 

In conclusion Lieut. Gherardi says: 
"As I was assured that at no other 
points on the island could life lie sus- 
tained, 1 concluded that this man is 
either dead or bad already been taken 
off, probably the former. The island 
is uninhabited and rarely visited."

• Caracas. Venezuela, 
Port of Spain, April. 27 
the decree issued by I 
elosing tiie port of La 
period of fifteen days l.a Guayra to- 
day is completely isolated and busi- 
ness is at a standstill. The train serv- 
ice between I, a Guuyra and Caracas 
has been djscontlued. A military and 
sanitary cordon surround the port. No 
business is being done and there is 
practically nobody on the streets. 
There are several new cases of the 
fatal disease every day as well as sev- 
eral deaths. Houses where there have 
been deaths lire being burned. The 
government litis not yet acknowledged 
that this illness is the bubonic plague 
and It is impossible to get reliable of- 
ficial statistics regarding it. 

According to information supplied by 
the consular reports there have been 
fifty deaths in five- weeks. There is a 
possibility that steamers will stop call- 
ing oven at Puerto Cabello and as a 
result the price of provisions in Cara- 
cas Is rising rapidly. 

Wllmenstadt. April 27. — The steam- 
er Philadelphia arrived here yesterday 
with many passengers 'on board. They 
brought word that there were two 
cases or bubonic plague at Caracas, 
and that a large number of people 
were awaiting steamers at Porto Ca- 
bello in order to leave Venezuela. 

The -Caracas newspapers declare that 
there, is no plague in that city. Presi- 
dent Castro tins asked the Academy of 
Medicine to formulate measures for 
toe sanitation of Caracas, to combat 
the bubonic plague, if it should break 
out. [following this request, the Aca- 
demy has Issued orders, for the im- 
mediate destruction of rats, the daily 
washing of streets and buildings and 
the destruction of existing foci of in- 
fection of whatever kind. 

The academy has also ordered the 
compulsory use of Haffklne's pi r im 
for hospital use. Sanitary commis- 
sions have been appointed for each 
wnj ; d 'l|i the city, where alarm has 
risen because suspicious cases have 
been reported.

Troops Closely Patrol the Region of 
tlio Vatican Since Dyna- 
mite Scare 



Rome, April 117.— Since the Pope re- 
fused to visit St. Peter's to officiate 
on a recent occasion for fear of a 
dynamite outrage, the Italian govern- 
ment has surrounded the Vatican pal- 
aco with carablnie'rs and police. Sey- 
eral patrols do duty day and night, and 
no one can approach the walls of the 
garden without being cliii.llen.ged. 

This was not done so much to reas- 
sure the Pope as to prove to the na- 
il, ins nf the world that tho Pope is 
well protected by the Italian govern- 
jmciit. When the government took pos- 



session of Rome it promised all the 
nations Interested that tlio Pope should 
be protected, and now it wants to show 
that it is making some effort in that 
direction. 

What caused the dynamite scare at 
the Vatican was the receipt of a Black 
Hand letter, which , . declared that a 
bomb would be exploded in St. Peter's 
when the Pope went to officiate there, 
Since then the great church has been 
crowded with detectives at every cere- 
mony, some of them dressed as priests 
and monks. 

Faster Sunday every corner of the 
huge church was watched at the East- 
er celebration. In the Vatican gardens 
the Palatine guard and the Papal enr- 
abiniiTs patrol from morning till night, 
especially when the Pope la having bin 
promenade.

"The Y.M.C.A. is a modern corpora- 
tion doing business for men in a busi- 
ness-like way and ia a civic asset that 
merits support." This statement 
was made by H. Stone, secretary of 
tlie Portland Y'.M.C.A., in an address 
delivered Sunday evening at the 
Grand theatre. The occasion was tho 
anniversary of the local branch of that 
organization and the subject of Inn 
discourse was: "The Work of the 
Y.M.C.A. In the Paclllo Northwest." 
Mr. Stone also spoke in the afternoon 
at tho same place to men. Both 
meetings were well attended and in 
both instances the remarks of the ta- 
lented American were closely followed 
and frequently punctuated with ap- 
plause. 

Mr. Stone's afternoon speech was 
based on the Biblical story of the mi- 
gration of Terah, tho father of Abra- 
ham, with the intention of reaching 
tho Land of Promise. He related 
how, after having traveled some dis- 
tance, Terah became discouraged by 
tho numerous difficulties which be 
saw called on to surmount. On that 
account when he had come to Haran 
he had decided to abandon the attempt 
to reach tho faraway land which, to 
him, appeared mythical, and settle 
down in comfort. This ho had done, 
but Abraham, his son, being more de 
termined had afterwards continued tho 
trying journey, bad crossed the desert 
plains, and had come upon the "Land 
of Milk and Honey," of which he had 
so often heard. 

With this narrative Mr. Stone illus- 
trated the point he wished to impress 
on the minds of his hearers. He said 
that a great many men came from the 
east to the west, the kind of many 
opportunities to those of persever- 
ance, energy and intellect, determined 
to live a different life. In making 
the change they promised themselves 
that they would "out out" drinking, 
cards, and frivolities and Iniquities o£ 
a like kind. Reaching the west it 
was not long before they found them- 
selves faltering and, finally, they were 
engulfed in that whirl of excitement 
peculiar to the west. They forgot 
their determination and, instead of 
abiding by their convictions, they were 
content "to live in Haran." They lived 
beneath their opportunities and privi- 
leges. 

Men should get the best possible out 
of life. They shouldn't try to get along 
on as little as possible. Their endeavor 
should not be to follow tho line of 
least resistance. The west called to 
a different calibre of man. It wanted 
those of aggressive character, of prin- 
ciple, of strong convictions and those 
who were not afraid to speak out their 
mind and to act upon it. This was 
the Y.M.C.A. ideal. That organization 
did not ivish to turn out. what were 
termed "goody goody" men. It aimed 
to develop strong independent thinkers. 

After Mr. Stone's address a selec- 
tion was given by the Y.M.C.A. male 
quartette. J. G. Brown followed with 
an acceptable song, while Longflekl's 
orchestra supplied music. 

Work of Y.M.C.A. 
As stated, Mr. Stone's evening 
speech was on the work of tho Y.M. 
CA. in the Pacitlc northwest. This 
area, he asserted, had made more pro- 
gress along the line of that work than 
any other section during the past live 
years. In that time every associa- 
tion between San Francisco and Brit- 
ish Columbia had put up new and Im- 
proved buildings with one exception — 
and he was sorry to say that that ex- 
ception had been Victoria,. He hoped 
that this city would see its way clear 
to give the local association a mod- 
ern structure, with the equipment ne- 
cessary to do the right kind of work, 
at an early date. 

Victoria, be said, was one of the 
most beautiful spots, scenicalty and 
climatically on the Pacitlc coast. There 
was no gainsaying that fact, it wa.f 
patent to the least observant. There- 
ton-, he contended, it was only right

On the morn- 
ing .in question the lieutenant ulor.e 
was absent from the dining room and 
a waiter went to his cabin, where the 
officer was found dead with a revolver 
in his right hand, with which ho had 
shot himself through the head, the 
bullet falling on tin.' floor. Several 
naval and military officers, who had 
been waiting at the pier for Lieuten- 
ant Nlshihara, wore, of course, 
shocked at the arrival of their friend's 
dead' body.

Reverting to Y.M.C.A. work. Mr. 
Stone elaborated on the Importance of 
three special departments, namely, 
that devoted to boys, that having to 
do with education, and that relating to 
religion. His references to the value 
i of the practical training of boys was 
| lengthy. it was especially necessary 
I that the boys should be cared for dur- 
ing the adolescent period. He thought 
that the Y.M.C.A. had proved itself 
capable of handling this branch. Us 
officials had had the necessary experi- 
ence, in their training, care being 
taken to impress on them the import- 
ance of bending the energies and ac- 
tivities of youth in the proper direc- 
tion. 

The educational system provided by 
the Y.M.C.A. afforded the only chance 
many hud of completing studies left 
unfinished through having had to 
leave school at an early age in order 
to assist in tho support of the ramilv. 
He argued that the privileges of night 
study in the classes organized by the 
Y.M.C.A. were appreciated by tho pub- 
lic. In support of the contention ho 
instanced the situation of the Y.M.C.A. 
at Portland, the organization with 
which be Is Identified. There were 
twelve colleges in the city, to say no- 
thing of a state university, and yet the 
Y.M.C.A. boasted of a larger number 
of students than any of these Institu- 
tions. Last year they bad SfiO stu- 
dents enrolled. To teacli these peo- 
ple they had two educational direc- 
tors and a teaching staff of twenty- 
flve of the best talent procurable. 

Mr. Stone also referred at length to 
the benefits conferred on the general 
public by the employment depart- 
ment. 

Work Many-Sided. 

At one time, Mr. Stone said, the re- 
ligious idea of the Y.M.C.A. predomin- 
ated. It wtis different now. It was 
agreed that religion was many-aided 
and that special attention had to bo 
paid to the physical, intellectual and 
moral betterment of character. The 
Y.M.C.A. was a modern corporntlon 
doing business for men In a business- 
like way. It was a civic asset and 
merited tho practical support of every 
citizen. 

In conclusion Mr. Stone made a 
strong plea In behalf of the local or- 
ganization. He paid a tribute to the 
record achieved by tho officials of tho 
Victoria organization with the meagre 
equipment and facilities at their dis- 
posal. But he hoped that during the 
next few months the citizens would 
unite and so rally to the assistance of 
the Young Men s Christian Association

MILITARY MATTERS. 



If the garrison ,at Work Point is 
maintained for any practical purpose, 
the statements made through ' the col- 
umns of tills paper on Sunday aro 
•worthy of very serious consideration. 
If - the object simply Is to provide a 
number of gentlemen with tho mean* 
of i spending their time in moro or less 
elegant pleasure, everything is all 
right. Wo have no fault to find with 
the officers and men in garrison, for 
we have no doubt that they are doing 
quite as well as they can under tho cir- 
cumstances; our complaint is against 
those who permit such circumstances 
to exist. Presumably the purpose of 
having batteries, and artillerymen hero 
is that guns shall" be tired at an ap- 
proaching enemy with some reasonable 
prospect of hitting him. Without 
claiming to possess any more military 
knowledge than the law allows; we 
venture the suggestion that a little 
practice in shooting at things might 
not come amiss, for tho purpose of ac- 
customing the people of the city to tho 
noise of big guns, if for no other pur- 
pose. 

The condition of the Fifth Regiment 
isanoth'er matter concerning which 
the Colonist was able to make some 
startling statements on Sunday. We 
know very well the attitude of cer- 
tain people about things military. 
They think that the civilian who ven- 
tures to express an opinion, is ex- 
hibiting profound impertinence, but we 
believe it time that the whole Militia 
Department, from the Minister down, 
were made to understand that they 
are the servants of the people, of the 
ordinary every day people, who work 
in their shirt sleeves or otherwise', and 
that they are-malntalned in such style, 
as to be able to appear in public oc-J 
casionally in gold" lace and other em- 
bellishments, solely upon the under- 
standing that they will show them-, 
selves of some practical value for the 
purpose of defence. But if we may. 
judge of the Department generally, by 
the manner in which the Fifth Regl^ 
mcnt has been treated, the whole busi- 
ness is a farce of the broadest kind. 
We hasten to say that tho members of 
the Fifth Regiment, both officers and 
men, are as fine a corps us can 1)0 
gathered together in the British Em- 
pire. We have had proof that they 
stand ready to obey the call of their 
country to go to any part of the 
world. We know that they desire to 
perfect themselves in their duties as 
citizen' soldiers; but we also know that 
they are treated by the Militia Depart- 
ment as though their continued exist- 
once as a military body or their effi- 
ciency as such wore matters of abso- 
lute indifference. 

We repeat that for neither the 
meagernc. s of the WorK Point garri- 
s6n, nor fur the condition of the Fifth 
Regiment (Id we think the officers and 
men of either are in the slightest at 
fault. I: is all due to people higher 
up in the scale. It Is not for the Col- 
onist to say where the blame lies. We 
can only hold the Minister of Militia 
and Defeiici; responsible. It is upon 
hi? shoulders that the blame must rest 
for the fact that at this most westerly 
outpost or the Empire an ineilieient 
garrison Is maintained, the batteries 
are not kept in proper condition and

foliowlng the method it has used 
hero for nearly two years, its offi- 
cials refuse to allow tho hotels that 
are giving food and shelter to the men 
who come hero to build the railway 
permission to use this water in a reas- 
onable economical way. 

This is a severe indictment* and tho 
company cannot afford to disregard It. 
Thousands of people will rush to 
Prince Rupert during the present year. 
What has been done or is being done 
to see that sanitary conditions will 
pravr.il? Tho public is entitled to be 
told, and the ' Provincial Government 
will be in duty bound to see that the 
company is not remiss In the dlschargo 
of its duty in that regard. To a cer- 
tain extent the duty also rests upon 
the Provincial Government as the own- 
er of a quarter of tho townslto. Tho 
Vancouver World thinks that the gov- 
ernment has already been remiss in tho 
premises, but we think such a charge 
is baseless. Until within less than a 
couple of months there was no reas- 
on to suppose there would be any 
rush to Prince Rupert this year. The 
company lias been giving assurances 
that a model city was being planned, 
and that when everything was ready 
all previous records in regard to new 
townsites would he eclipsed by the 
perfection of its arrangements. This 
may all turn out to he true; but what 
is going to happen in the meantime? 
Can the railway company hope to be- 
gin construction upon a large scale 
on the railway from Prince Rupert 
and yet keep up a barrier against 
people who may come seeking for 
work? It will be an exceedingly 
serious thing if unsanitary conditions 
prevail tit Prince Rupert, and while 
we are disposed to make very consid- 
erable allowance for over-statements 
on the part of tho Empire it woud be 
very satisfactory to learn that the 
steps have been taken which proper 
sanitation call for. We advise all who 
read this to keep away from Prince 
Rupert and to discourage others from 
going there for the present. In this 
we are only doing what, the company's 
officers have done. In addition we 
urge upon the provincial government 
the urgent nature of the obligation 
resting upon it to see that, when tho 
new town is opened to the public, it 
shall be provided witli such sanitary 
requirements as will prevent a re- 
currence of some of the incidents 
which marked the early days of some 
of the new towns In Kootenay. Action 
is all the fnore imperative because the 
rush to Prince Rupert when it does be- 
gin, will be far greater than any ex- 
perienced in any part of British Co- 
lumbia up to the present time.

AT PRINCE RUPERT. 

The Prince Rupert Kmpire thinks 
the time ha.- come when the Provin- 
cial government ought to interfere in 
the management of the Prince Rupert 
townsite. It is said that the steam- 
ship companies have been notified that 
no one will be pcrmittod to h.nd there. 
The Empire says that from ten to a 
hundred people arrive at the townsite 
by every steamer, and that the accom- 
modation for them Is utterly inade- 
quate. These people go north In tile 
hope of securing employment on the 
railway. The company's officials and 
the contractors have given out, or 
permitted the statement to be 'sent 
out, that thousands of men will be 
needed. It is true that it has also 
leon stated that people ought not to 
go 'o the north before June 1st, but 
every one has not seen the caution. 
Word of work offering spreads very 
ctuickly; warnings against undue haste 
In getting on the ground do not travel 
its rapidly, From s humanitarian point 
of view one would suppose that the 
company would have realized that it 
had a duty to perforin and would have 
provided temporary accommodation. 
Tho Empire says among other things: 

Good sanitary conditions cannot bu 
maintained where there arc any large 
number of people without a supply of 
C«pd water. The railway company 
has, without having acquired any wat- 
er rights, diverted for its own use and 
the use of the few whom it lias given 
permission to live In Prince . Rupert 
the only water that la available; and, 



FRANCHISE AMENDMENT 

The Ottawa Free Press discusses 
the proposed amendments to the Do- 
minion Franchise Act, and gives the 
reasons why, in its opinion, there 
ought to be new provisions governing 
Manitoba and British Columbia. We 
have not in our references to this sub- 
ject made any particlar mention of the 
ondition of the law in Manitoba. 
Tho people of that province can be 
trusted to look after their own inter- 
ests. AVe do not believe any reasons 
exist for placing the prairie province 
upon a different footing from the other 
provinces, but into tills we will not 
enter. The observations of the Otta- 
wa organ of the government in regard 
to Manitoba are applied by it to this 
province, and therefore we quote them. 

The Dominion Flections Act, in pro- 
viding for tho use of the provincial 
ers' lists in Federal elections, specl- 
ln clauses G, 7 and b' (chapter 6 of 
Revised Statutes) two different 
kinds of provincial lists. One class of 
provincial lists is permanent, viz., 
those which are revised from year to 
year and are, therefore, available for 
use whenever a Dominion election is 
ralh d. There is also a provision that 
wiiere th» lists of a province are pre- 
pared "not at regular intervals but at 
such times as are fixed by the Lleu- 
tenant-Governor-in-Councll, or some' 
other provincial or local authority," 
for tile "purpose of a general or other 
election," they will be available for 
Dominion use for only one year from 
the time they were compiled. 

Once the year elapses, new lists, 
l:;i«"(l upon the provincial qualifica- 
tions, miul be compiled by Dominion 
tiiftcials but according to provincial 
law. When the Dominion Flections 
Act was passed in 1S9S all the pro- 
vinces which had permanent election 
lists compiled them and revised them 
annually by the agency of the munici- 
pal councils. At thai time l.n Manitoba 
!l J *;i v.. re prepared for particular elec- 
tions and they lapsed after one year. 
The list-; were available for Dominion 
purposes for only that limited time. 

It was not unti] 1004 that the Pro- 
vince of .Manitoba decided to keeps its 
election lists alive from year to year 
by tin annual revision, so-called. These 
lisrs were made permanent for the ad- 
mittedly sole purpose of glvting the 
Conservative an advantage in Domin- 
ion elections. This Is proven by the 
striking fact that the legislation of the 
Manitoba Government of 1904 took out 
of the hands of the judges the appoint- 
ment of elections officials and the 
power of making regulations govern- 
big the making of the lists ...,d by the 
well known circumstance that, year by 
year since that date, the conditions 
governing the registration and revis- 
ion have been manipulated In tho in- 
terests of the Conservatives and, there- 
fore, against the interests of the Lib- 
erals. 

The Manitoba lists were foisted upon 
the Dominion in 1904 by sharp prac- 
tice; that trick worked to the direct 
advantage of tho Conservatives and to 
the disadvantage of the Liberals. Is 
it any wonder, therefore, that the Lib- 
erals of Manitoba, and of British Co.- 
lumbla also (for practically the. same 
conditions prevail there), should now 
appeal lo the grand jury .of the nation 
to remedy that disability Imposed upon 
them by Roblin and Rogers and should 
be asked to be placed upon the same 
footing as the othHr provinces? 

Omitting all political references or 
expressions of opinion one way or the 
other, we propose to show that there is 
no exciise for a new revision in Brit- 
ish Columbia 1 for tho reason that the 
lists aro revised at regular intervals 
and very frequently. We venture to 
say that in no part of Canada Is there 
a more regular arid systematic revision 



of the votors' lists than in British 
Columbia. "For the Information of the 
Free Press we quote tho law on tho 
subject. It will be found in Section 
10 o£ Chapter 17 or tho Provincial 
Statutes of the session of 1903-04, but 
tho provisions are the same as are 
contained In Chapter G7 of the Revised 
Statutes, into which they were taken 
from the Consolidated Acts of 18BS, 
tho provisions of which were substan- 
tially the same as thoso of the Act of 
1870. The only Important change during" 1 
the last thirty- two years has been to 
provide for a revision every six months 
instead of once every year. The Stat- 
ute of 1D03-.04, after providing that 
tho Lieu tenant-Governor- in- Council 
may appoint registrars of voters and 
pointing out how persons may apply 
to be registered says: 

On the first Monday of May and 
November In each and every year the 
Registrar shall hold a court of Re- 
vision of which two months' notice 
shall be given by him; sucli notice 
shall be' publhhed in the British Co- 
lumbia Gazette, and copies of such 
notice shall be posted in the office 
of such Registrar and on the door of 
tho principal Court House of the Elec- 
toral District and in not less than 
three conspicuous places within 
district or for the polling division 
whereof he la appointed. 

The Act then goes on to prescribe 
how the registrar shall deal with ap 
plications before him either to add to 
or strike off names and how he shall 
finally make up the list. These pro- 
visions have always been found to 
be wholly satisfactory. They have 
been regarded as fair to all parties 
and for thirty-two years no cause oi 
complaint and most certainly no scan- 
dal has ever ai'isen as to tin; manner 
in which they have been carried into 
effect. Under these circumstances we 
submit that the Free Press has not 
made out a case as far as this province 
is concerned. We repeat that we are 
not discussing the case of Manitoba, 
although we have no doubt whatever 
that tho existing laws in that province 
are absolutely fair.

We have a letter from a correspon- 
dent, In which he says: "Fifty years 
have come and gone since a few of 
us old boys landed at Victoria in 1S5S.

I mean only those who 
arrived in 1S58, no others; we could 
invite as many others as we desired, 
if any of the old pioneers of 1858 think 
well of this scheme I wish they would 
write to me. I think we can get up 
some kind of an affair to astonish the 
younger generation of mossbacks." 
Our correspondent is Mr. Frank Syl- 
vester, of this city, and wo hope 'his 
invitation to his fellow pioneers will 
meet with a hearty response.

SIR ROBERT HART. 

After fifty-four years of service, 
the greater part of It under the 
Chinese government, Sir Robert Hart 
has left on a year's leave of absence. 
This probably means that the dis- 
tinguished publicist will retire from 
active life. Sir Robert Is not a very 
old man, having been born -in 1835. 
He was a native of Ireland and re- 
ceived his education in that coun- 
try, taking his degree of B.A. when 
only eighteen years of age. Ho en- 
tered the Consular service in China 
in IS54 and for five' years remained In 
that service, retiring in ISM) to enter 
the service of Chhia. His promo- 
tion was rapid and In ISU3 lie was 
made Inspector-General of the Chin- 
ese Customs. He has been the re- 
cipient of many honors. Belgium, 
Norway, Sweden, Austria, France, 
Italy, Portugal and Holland have con- 
ferred dignities upon him. China has 
given him many tokens of apprecia- 
tion. He has been made a baronet 
of the United Kingdom. Few men in 
the service of any country ever en- 
joyed such a record as Sir Robert 
Hart. He possesses the confidence 
of all governments to a remarkable 
degree. His services to China have 
been Invaluable. He has displayed in 
a most conspicuous way those tal- 
ents lor organization ami administra- 
tion which are the characteristics of 
the British people. Several years ago 
he wished to retire, but in response 
to the urgent request of the Chinese 
government he remained at his post. 

As Uncle Sam may not have time 
to send his fleet here, we do not see 
anything else for it than to send over 
tho Quadra and bring Admiral Evans 
ami his ships into port, There are 
some things that we do not propose 
to put up with.

The Calendar. 

The calendar for any year may be 
easily carried In the mind by very 
little study. This is done by simply 
remembering the Dominical letter for 
the year. The Dominical letter Is 
found by iette-lng the first seven days 
of the year by the first seven letters 
of the alphabet, and the letter that 
stands for Sunday is called the Dom- 
inical letter. 

For instance, if January first com- 
mences on Friday, then Friday is A, 
Saturday II, Sunday C, Monday D, 
Tuesday E, Wednesday F, and Thurs- 
day G. in tlie above, c being the 
letter that stands for the first Sunday 
of tlie year, is called the Dominical 
letter. 

The year 1900 commenced on Mon- 
day, and therefore the Dominical let- 
ter for that year is G (Monday A, 
Tuesday 13, Wedesday D, Friday 10, 
Saturday K, and Sunday G). 

Understanding the foregoing, we can 
see that with whatever day January 
commences February must commence 
just three days later because January 
lias three days mom than even weeks. 
The first day in January always being 
A, three days later is D. which is tlie 
liny on which February commences. 
February having just 28 days or even 
weeks, then March must commence on 
the same day of tie- week, liy ex- 
amination it will In- found that the 
twelve months of tlie year will each

The rumor is revived that Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, despite hopes to 
the contrary, will shortly, because of 
tlio poor state .of. his health, bo com- 
pelled to resign his scat in parliament. 
The New York' World had the other 
day the following .special cable dis- 
patch from London- 
Joseph Chamberlain has at last 
abandoned the hope, which his physi- 
cians and friends know all along could 
never bo realized, of reappearing in 
public life, and will soon resign his 
seat in parliament. 

His favorite -son. Austen, formerly 
chancellor of the Exchequer, is now 
with him at Cannes, in the south of 
France, where they are consulting as 
to the best moment for presenting the 
resignation. 

The pretence so determinedly main- 
tained for nearly two years, that the 
erstwhile great political loader would 
resume his active career has served its 
purpose. That purpose was to save the 
taria' reform movement from collapse. 

The expectation among the tariff re- 
form party that Mr. Chamberlain 
would return to lead it saved the 
cause from extinction in the over- 
whelming disaster of the las I general 
election. 

I There is a 'growing conviction in tho 
ininds of many, other than criminolo- 
gists, that the utility or the cat-o-ninc 
tails as a deterrent is not at the pro- 
sent day as fully appreciated as it 
might be. During the late winter thero 
was an epidemic of crimes of violence 
in AVales, with the result that at the 
recent assizes severe sentences, of im- 
prisonment; were coupled with orders 
for the inlliction of from a dozen to 
twenty-live blows with the cat. In a 
press dispatch a London correspond- 
ent records this, and says further: 

This deterrent weapon of the law 
is seldom resorted to by English 
judges except where a community has 
been terrorized by a series 'of outrage- 
ojta robberies with violence, and it 
lias never failed to put an effectual 
stop to the operations of such, gangs 
of ruffians. This, class of criminals 
dread a dozen strokes of the cat-o-nino 
tails far more than live years of penal 
servitude. The cringing terror with 
which tho convicted garroter always 
hears such a sentence is always proof 
of its complete efficacy. Tho soft- 
hearted humanitarians who abound in 
this country are shocked by the use 
of such brutal methods, and tho 
newspapers during the last fortnight 
have been Hooded with letters of pro- 
test. Their arguments had no effect 
upon the judiciary, for the sentences 
to tho cat continue to be pronounced 
by the judges of tho King's Bench, 
who, at least, base their judgment on 
letter practical knowledge than tho 
Protestants possess. It is perhaps 
sufficient comment to say that violent 
crimes in AVales have entirely ceased. 

For reasons that will be obvious we 
believe that it is very much in tho 
public interest that the fullest public- 
ity should be given to the following 
letter which we find in the Montreal 
Witness of Monday, April ^0:

"No lots have been disposed of, and 
none will bo put on the market until 
late in the season. T am informed 
that the townsite mentioned In the 
item referred to was laid out and call- 
ed Prince Rupert, after the name had 
been selected for the terminus of the. 
Grand Trunk Pacific. 

"I am informed that the townsite 
mentioned in the article above; refer- 
red to was laid out and the name 
adopted after the name had been sel- 
ected for the terminus of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. The place is about 
eleven miles from our terminus, and 
not on tho harbor, which is going , to 
make Prince Rupert proper such a 
wonderful shipping point.

BRITISH OPINION 



ABOUT PEOPLE 



One important point in connection 
with Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman 
seems, says the Pall Mall Gazette, to 
have escaped tho lynx-eyed critics. He 
was the first prime minister to be 
officially recognized as such. Until he 
tooli office a couple of. years ago tho 
premier of this country, like tho 
cabinet itself, was. unknown to law. 
There was no stated position for him, 
and no salary attached to the offic 
although tho various secretaries of 
state might be drawing big sums. The 
salary is still wanting, but King Ed- 
ward, with his characteristic percep- 
tion of the correct thing, has removed 
tho other absurdity, and in the 
"Table of Precedency" the prime 
minister now takes place immediately 
after the Archbishop of York. 

The circumstances under which the 
late Sir Howard Vincent became 
director of tho Criminal Investigation 
Department were, says the Daily 
Chronicle, most remarkable. He was 
really called upon to reorganize the 
whole detective branch at Scotland 
Yard, which had lamentably collapsed. 
The great turf frauds to the amount 
of about ,C 13,000 carried out .by two 
of the cleverest of modern criminals 
had shown tho laxity of the existing 
detective system, and throe well known 
detectives belonging to the "Yard" 
were sentenced to two years! imprison- 
ment for conspiring to defeat the ends 
of justice. It was thus that the new 
Criminal Investigation Department 
came into being, with Sir Howard 
Vincent as organizer. At the magis- 
terial inquiry at Bow Street Scotland 
Yard was turned inside out to the 
public gaze, and tho revelations of 
the notoriou-s convicts Kerr and Ben- 
son came as a shock to tho. public 
mind. That Inquiry thirty years ago 
took place in the old Bow streot police 
court, long since pulled down, and Mr. 
George Grossmith reported the pro- 
ceedings from the pressbox day by 
day. With his father, he was the ac- 
credited court reporter, and It was 
just about this time that he made his 
appearance In the first of thfc series 
of Gibbert and Sullivan's operas, "The 
Sorcerer," produced at the old Opera 
Comifiue, in the Strand. For a long 
time afterwards, even when winning 
fame, and fortune in "H.M.S. Pinafore," 
Mr. George - Grossmith continued to 
discharge his duties, in the reporters' 
box at How street. When he. came 
to his tusk at Scotland Yard Sir How- 
ard's linguistic skill stood him, says 
the Globe, in good stead. He had 
already been able to make himself 
thoroughly acquainted with t lie vari- 
ous police systems of the continent, 
and ho revolutionized our detective 
system. One of his .striking achieve- 
ments was the breaking up of a gang 
of rouble note forgers, no fewer thaji 
fifteen of whom found their way to 
this country. Now the tables were 
turned, and the Russian government 
sent the alert and able head of the 
Criminal Investigation Department a 
magnificent service of plate. Among 
bis other numerous activities Sir 
Howard Vincent was for thirty-six 
years a member of the Council of the 
Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals; and it was only 
ill-health that prevented him from 
presiding,. .as he had hoped, at. the re- 
cent annual meeting. Educated at 
Westminster, be had an abiding love 
for that great school. His peculiarly 
penetrating way of Wying "Hear, 
hear." in the House of Commons, 
which reached all over the building, 
was well known to his fellow-members 
and to that outside public which reads 
parliamentary gossip with gusto. 

Saved by His Pipe. 

The Swiss postman who daily mounts 
the Jungfrau from the village of Wen- 
gen to the highest station on the elec- 
tric line, the Mer do Glace, with letters 
for the railway employees, had a thrll 
ling escape from death recently. 

His departure from Wengen had 
been telephoned to the .Mer do Glace, 
and as be did not appear several hours 
after the appointed time, a search 
party started out to look for Im. 

A careful inspection of the ordinary 
route was unsuccessful, and the search 
party were about to return when one 
of tht'ni saw smoke rising from the 
snow down a slope across which an 
avalanche had fallen. 

On reaching this spot the searchers 
found the postman calmly smoking his 
pipe. He was buried up to the neck In 
the snow and unable to move on ac- 
count of Ills; skis. 

Tho postman, who was dug out un- 
harmed, stated that ho had been swept 
away without warning by the ava- 
lanche, ami knowing that a search 
n ty would look for htm, he took mat- 
ters calmly. HV thought that he bad 
beet: carried only a few feet mini the 
route, but he had been swept along 
several hundred yards; 



London Standard.— Although ; to tho 
last moment Mr. Asqultli's plan for the 
reconstruction of the Government must 
stand 'open to revision, the nature of 
the changes contemplated has already 
become public property. Tho mtist im- 
portant is at once inevitable and un- 
welcome. Quite properly, we think, the 
Prime Minister has decided to with- 
draw from the Exchequer, and by uni- 
versal acclaim Mr. Lloyd.- George has 
been nominated .Chancellor. On per- 
sonal grounds it mist bo confessed 
that tho President of the Board of 
Trade richly deserves this distinguish-' 
ed promotion. As the natural and fit- 
ting sequel to removing him from the 
Board of Trade tho one Rudical emin- 
ently adapted to the post, it follows 
that ho will be succeeded by a politic- 
ian who hitherto has displayed no apti- 
tude for this special work. As an in-; 
genious, resourceful, and lucid expon- 
ent of the free trade theory it cannot 
be denied that Mr. Winston Churchill 
at the general election did useful ser- 
vice for his adopted party. But his 
knowledge, such as it is, is purely- 
bookish., in a varied but brief career: 
he has never been brought into contact 
with the realities of business, and goes 
to tho Board simply as an intelligent 
novice who has yet to learn the ABC 
of Ills new calling. There are obvious, 
if somewhat painful, reasons why Lord 
Twcedmouth should be relieved of his 
departmental responsibilities at the. 
Admiralty. Ills reign as First Lord 
lias not 'been conspicuous by any far- 
reaching reform. From first to last ho 
lias failed to keep the balance true be-, 
tween necessary expenditure and legit- 
imate economy. Perhaps the best as-, 
slgnable reason for transferring Air.' 
McKenha from the Board of education 
to the Admiralty is that he has the 
credit of being a hard-mouthed Min- 
ister who can hold his ground against, 
permanent officials. Another, which 
would also be creditable, Is that he is 
a staunch economist. 

London Daily News. — Mr. Asquith 
arrived home with the knowledge of 
tho Government's constitution In his 
own mind, and in the mind of no other. 
Speculation and conjecture on the fate 
of individuals is the most fascinating 
form of political gossip. The process 
so admirably satirized hi "Endymion" 
has boon in full working arrangement 
during the past week, and declarations, 
"authoritative" or random, have, pleas- 
antly filled the columns of the newspa- 
pers or to discussions of dinner parties. 
We shall all know the truth in a few 
days; we shall none of us know the 
truth till then. Of far more Importance 
than the manipulation of office is any 
change which might arise In spirit, 
temper and policy. The "fresh start" 
may mean a renewed impetus and en- 
ergy In the work or reform; it. may 
mean (so many kindly advisers would 
have it to mean) a falling back upon a 
programme of timidity and impotence. 
There are two divergent theories with 
regard to the present position of tho 
Liberal party, each honestly held, each 
bringing much evidence in its favor. 
The first fixes its attention upon tho 
anger of special interests, the sullen 
fury uf inaay wealthy persons, the "fear 
of -She .middle classes. You have given " 
an Impression — so runs the impeac- 
m'e'nt — of a general disturbance and 
upheaval. The brewcrs_ are attacked 
today, tho landed interests are being 
threatened with attack tomorrow. On 
the other side stand the pleadings of 
those who perhaps are more familiar, 
with the diminished populations which 
extend around, but remote from these 
pleasant places; the enormous indus- 
trial centres of tin; North, the village 
life of rural England, To these the de- 
cline in tn .' popularity of the Govern- 
ment is not because it has done too 
much; it is because it has done too lit- 
tle. A great hope, a wave of moral 
enthusiasm, swept into power a party 
whlc seemed to stand for large and 
vigorous advances in social well-being.

The Kins vs. A. J, Garesche and .Rich- 
ard Carter was called in the police court 
at 10:10 o'clock yesterday morning.

Qarescho had recommended her to see 
a physician, but she would not see the 
one Garesche recommended, and herself 
consulted Carter. She related what 
transpired between her and Carter, her 
evidence being detailed. Her cross- 
examination by Frank Higgins, coun- 
sel for the accused, lasted for an hour, 
hut no new facts were elicited. J. P. 
Mann, city solicitor, who had acted 
for Mrs. Mcintosh to procure a settle- 
ment with Garesche, was next called. 
He gave a concise statement of his 
connection with tlio case, stating that 
his object in taking it up was to get 
sufficient money from Garesche to place 
tlio girl in a convent, where she might 
take a commercial course. He said 
that he was not aware that there was 
anything of a criminal nature involved 
in tlio case. In his cross-examination 
he said that when ho learned the facts 
he felt it to bo his duty to make them 
known to the police commissioners, 
and did so. He advised thorn a? to the 
course that ought to be taken to bring 
the matter before the court. Before 
the noon adjournment the court prose- 
cutor asked that the bail given by the 
accused should bo increased, and it 
was accordingly Increased to $20,000 
for each of the accused, namely, $10,000 
for the principals and two sureties for 
$5,000 each for each principal. ' 

When the hearing was resumed in 
the afternoon Kate Mcintosh was re- 
called and was cross-examined by Mr. 
Alkman and afterward by Mr. Higgins 
as to a bottle of medicine which she 
had bought from a local chemist. Mrs. 
Mcintosh was then called. She said 
that she was Kate's mother: that the 
girl was 17 years old, ami had worked 
for Garesche until February 15. Two 
days later she consulted a physician as 
to her daughter's condition and leornid 
what was the matter with her. She 
said that Gaoracho had conn: to sec her 
subsequently, and she had told him 
that he was a dreadful man, who had 
brought a terrible disgrace upon her 
daughter. He gave her $75 in bank 
notes. Replying to Mr. Higgins, who 
ashed if she did not think the $500 
paid her to settle the case was a very 
small amount, she said: "It is not a 
question of money, ray only object is 
to punish these men." 

At the conclusion of Mrs. Mcintosh's 
evidence the case was remanded until 
10 o'clock this morning. 

Doth the accused secured the in- 
creased bail required.

Capt. .Steedman, who was among the 
passengers of the R.M.S. Empress of 
India from Japan yesterday has been 
pilot of the C.P.R. steamers at Kobe 
since the service began and was en- 
gaged for 37 years In Japanese waters. 
Capt. Steedman who left the steamer 
here and Is a guest at the Dallas ho- 
tel is on his way to Scotland. Ho is 
one of the pioneer foreign pilots of 
Japan: 

Captain Steedman first arrived at 
Kobe In 1S71 as second mate 'of the- 
Mlgata, a vessel he afterwards com- 
manded when she was transferred to 
the Mitsu Blshi. In May 1874 Captain 
Steedman was appointed to command 
the Yurlo Maru (formerly the Un- 
dine), and took part In the For- 
mosan expedition, running from Nag- 
asaki to Southern Formosa with 
stores, and returning with sick and 
wounded. The command of a coast- 
ing vessel in those days was 110 sine- 
cure, since the Japanese seamen— al- 
though strong, hardy, and willing fel- 
lows—knew nothing of deep-sea work 
and discipline, coming on board 
straight from their fishing junks and 
without any training. The samurai 
arrived on board the Yurio Maru at 
Nagasaki with their two swords, and 
came back from Formosa sick or 
wounded by arrows. Those, who died 
on the way homo were not burled at 
sea, but put into sake tubs, tho bodies 
being covered with lime, and brought 
bo.ck to Nagasaki. 

Until 1S75 Captain Steedman re- 
mained on the run between Osaka and 
tho Luehu Islands, and in September 
he took a trip home, being appointed 
on his return chief officer of the Hiogo 
maru, tinder the newly combined Na- 
tional Mail and Mitsu Blshi com- 
panies. In 1877, when the Satsuma re- 
bellion broke out l\e took command of 
the Kanko maru, and when the insur- 
rection was over, he was appointed to 
tho command of the Mitsu Bislli 
training ship for cadets, the Naga- 
saki maru. After being engaged for 
some time in tho coasting service, 
Captain Steedman took over a ship 011 
the Kobe-Gerisan run, and in 1S70 this 
service was extended to Yladivostoek. 
He can therefore claim to have open- 
ed the first regular mall service be- 
tween Japan and Yladivostoek, and 
Indeed prior to that time there was no 
regular mail delivery at the Siberian 
port at all, the residents being de- 
pendent for their malls upon casual 
men-of-war that called and mer- 
chant ships. 

Another interesting Incident In Cap- 
tain Steedman's career occurred In 
1875, when the Imperial Mint was 
established at Osaka and oegun to 
make copper coins. A big cargo of 
new copper one and two sen pieces 
was sent from Osaka to all the little 
points and out-of-way places down 
the Inland Sea, and It fell to Captain. 
Steedman to take down the officials 
to dlstrlbuto those coins and bring 
back a cargo of "temoosen" .In ex- 
change. 

AVhlle in the Japanese company's 
service the Captain took several lead- 
ing statesmen across to Korea and 
China. In December 1SS1 he took 
Count (now Marquis) Inouye to 
Chemulop, and in the February of the 
following year lje took the then Count 
ito and staff to Tientsin, en route for 
Peking, afterwards waiting some 
weeks at Chefoo until the diplomatic 
business had been settled at Peking, 
who" 1 Count Ito and party rejoined 
the ship at Tientsin and returueJ. 10 
Japan. 

Captain Steedman waa in command 
of the Satsuma maru in 18,83 when 
the Kyodo Unyu Kaisha or Union 
Steamship company and the MU«u 
Bishi company were amalgamated in- 
to the Nippon Yusen Kaisha. . H-'« ro- 
mained five years in the new com- 
pany and then took up the Inland Sea 
and coast pilot service. In those days! 
none of tho big passenger .;hi;>s came 
through the Inland Sea, but went cl- 
rect from Hongkong to Yokohama and 
vice versa, whereas nowadays t v i< re 
are very few s'.,lp3 that lain the out- 
side passage and a!] of them call at 
Kobe. 

Captain Steedman believes the CP. 
R. company was the first to send 
their ships regularly through the in- 
land Sea. Captain Steedman has pilot- 
ed the ships of the C.P.R. company on 
this route from the first. The trip 
through the Inland Sea proved so 
popular with passengers that the oth- 
er companies, Jieaded by the Pacific 
Mail, followed "the lead of the C.P.R. 
and now the Inland Sea route is fol- 
lowed b> all the passenger boats and, 
most of the merchant shins. The de- 
velopment of Moji as a coaling port 
is also accountable for this d;.er.*Im 
to traffic from the outside passage. 

During the whole 01' .Captain Stood - 
man's career as a commander and pil- 
ot in Japanese and Far Eastern wat- 
ers extending over a period of 37 years 
he has never had an accident of seri- 
ous nature or been responsible for the 
loss of a single life.

The Minister of Education An- 
nounces Arrangements 
Comolete 



All arrangements have been made 
by the provincial government for the 
distribution of free books among the 
pupils of the different public schools 
of British Columbia. Hon. Dr. Young, 
minister of education, stated yester- 
day that orders had been placed with 
Gage & Co., Toronto, and Morang & 
Co., of the same city, for the standard 
readers and arithmetics necessary. It 
was the intention to supply all ma- 
terial used in the lower grades in read- 
ing, arithmetic and writing. 

It was pointed out by the minister 
that Mn the introduction of the new 
system • there was a considerable 
amount of detail work to be done. 
However, everything, he thought, had 
been attended to. Forms had been Is- 
sued to the school superintendents In 
the different cities and to those in 
charge of educational institutions else- 
where, asking for information which 
they would be required to supply. This 
related, principally, , to the number of 
pupils in the various .localities, some- 
thing the authorities would require for 
tho guidance of those responsible for 
the distribution. 

Asked whether it was the govern- 
ment's intention to re-Imburse those 
stationery establishments which had 
kept books that would be supplied free 
in stock, the minister replied in the 
negative. He explained that this could 
scarcely be demanded as the merchants 
had had upwards of nine months no- 
tice. From what he could gather it 
was not their custom to keep a heavy 
line on hand, buying from term to 
term. Under such circumstances they 
should be free of these books, or near- 
ly so, as the pronouncement of the 
government's policy in this regard had 
been made public in time to prevent 
them making the mistake of laying in 
a stock for the needs of students for 
the forthcoming yer-.r. 

The free supplies will be distributed, 
Hon. Dr. Young states, at the begin- 
ning of the term following the pend- 
ing summer holidays.

Arrested at Vancouver on Saturday

OF BRICK CAMP ANY 

.oss of Ten Thousand Dollars 
Results From Sunday' Even- 
ing's Blaze 



If It's Oorreot, Christie Has It. 



Fire of unknown origin destroyed 
the plant, machinery and building of 
the Victoria Brick company, situated 
off Douglas street, about D o'clock: on 
Sunday eveing. Fanned by a wind j 
blowing at a high rate, the dry tun- | 
bers of the building went like paper 
and before the fire brigade, which ! 
promptly responded to the alarm could 
arrive on the scene, tho work of de- ' 
struction was practically completed. 
Nothing remains of tho building but 
a few charred timbers and a quantity 
of twisted machinery to Indicate the 
scene of one of the city's Industries. 
The loss is estimated at about $10,000 
on which there was insurance of 
S2.500 in the London & Globe com- 
pany of which the local agents are 
Hall Goepel & Co. 

What was the origin of the blaze Is 
unknown but John P. Elford, manag- 
er of the company, is firmly or the 
opinion that the building was set on 
fire as the fire must have started on 
the west side of tho building where 
tho high gale would quickly fan the 
flames and sweep the fire over the 
entire structure. 

First Saw Fire. 

Tho flames were first seen by D. A. 
Lane and Thomas Brooks, residing on 
Palm avenue about 11.30 who happen- 
ed to be passing tile brick yard and 
< -.".iced what they thought was a small 
;:>.-.:. They ran across from Douglas 
street notifying the inmates of a 
nearby house to telephone the fire 
brigade. When they arrived at the 
rear of the plant they noticed sever- 
al wooden fixtures apparently stack- 
ed up against the door, all alight and 
though the two men made a strong 
effort to remove the burning timber 
the flames had got such a sturt that 
they were soon communicate.! to the 
eaves of the building and ran along 
a canvas screen into the roof. The 
whole west side of. the building was 
ablate by the time the fire brigade 
arrived and succeeded in laying a 
single lino of hose from the eofner of 
Burnslde avenue and Douglas street, 
north along the latter thoroughfare 
and across the brick yard to the burn- 
ing building a distance of nearly ",- 
400 feet. The pressure from the hy- 
drant was very Indifferent owing to the 
great length of hose and the water 
had no effect on the flames which by 
this time enveloped the whole struc- 
ture and lighted up the whole of that 
section of the city. In fact from the 
spectacular standpoint the blaze was 
an entlhe success, the bright glare 
thrown over the greater part of the 
city and attracting thousands of sight 
seers who flocked from all directions, 
swarmed throi'Sh the brick yard and 
tumbled over piles of bricks and 
trampled through water holes in their 
efforts to get near tho burning build- 
ing. 

Flock from Rural Section. 

The sparks from the fire were car- 
ried half fa mile away were ignited 
by the downpour of rain which took 
place just after the fire started ef- 
fectually subdued these smaller fires 
and doubtless prevented the spread of 
the flames. The trestle on the Vic- 
toria & Sidney railroad, which runs 
within a few feet of the plant was on 
fire several times but the flames were 
quickly put out. The fire burned it- 
self out within about two hours leav- 
ing nothing of the plant and machinery 
but useless debris. 

The fact that the fire started to 
windward under a number of pellets 
which being somewhat damp would 
almost require a small fire to be 
kindled underneath them before they 
would ignite, leads the manager of the 
plant, John P. Elford, to believe that 
the blaze .was of an incendiary origin. 
Yesterday Mr. Elford, as a sort of ex- 
periment, attempted, to light some cf 
the pellettes by a match by throwing 
a lighted cigar beneath them and even 
by putting live coals upon them and 
they would not burn. With the re- 
cent damp weather the pellettes where 
the fire was first discovered would not 
have readily become ignited unless a 
fire was kindled beneath them and the 
facts as told by Mr. Lane and Mr. 
Brooks, would indicate that when they 
first noticed the fire it was burning 
beneath the pellettes plied up against 
the door of the building. 

The reflection of the flames was 
seen twelve miles away and several 
residents in the neighborhood of 
Saanich Inlet, under the impression 
that Victoria was burning down, came 
into the city on bicycles through the 
rain. 

Loss Is Heavy. 

Mr. Elford stated last evening that 
at the very lowest estimate the loss 
would amount to $3,000 and probably 
would total $10,000. In addition to the 
loss on the plant and machinery, the 
firm will be practically put out of 
business for the balance of the sum- 
mer as some of the intricate brick- 
making machinery must be brought 
from Eastern Canada which means a 
delay of several months. In addition 
the firm will lose on orders on hand 
which it will he unable to execute. 
The plant was turning out brick at the 
rate of -15,000 per day up till Satur- 
day. A new tile machine with neces- 
sary fittings was lnstiUied last week 
and would have started operations 
yesterday. It cost $1,500 and, with the 
rest of the machinery, will prove a 
total loss. 

Mr. Smith, secretary-treasurer of 
the company, who was in Vancouver 
on Sunday, has been wired to return 
and when ho is here plans for the fu- 
ture will be discussed.

MR. DE N1SCWS PAPER 

Effect of Air Pressuro on Earth — Na- 
tural History Society 
Meeting 

"The Effect of Air Pressure on the 
Earth's Surface" was the subject of 
an interesting address by F. Napier 
Denison at a meeting of the Natural 
History society held last evening at 
the parliament buildings. There was 
a large attendance and Mr. Denison's 
remarks, which were highly instruc- 
tive and most interesting, were list- 
ened to with close attention. 

A model of Prof. McMillan's earth- 
quake instrument was displayed. The 
movements of this instrument for 1907 



were shown. These were graphically 
illustrated by plotted curves wh'ch 
proved the remarkable effect of 
changes in air pressure on the earth's 
surface. 

Some of the uses of the. seismograph 
were explained. They were an aid to 
weather forecasting on a western sea- 
board such as this coast and at iso- 
lated stations where few recording 
centres are available. i.Th'ey also wero 
of service ln' r showing, any tilting of 
land, In even the slightest degree. Mr. 
Denison went fully into the connection 
between earthquakes and air pressure. 

After the address Mr. Sutton moved, 
seconded by Dr. Newconibe, a hearty 
vote of thanks to Mr. Denison his able 
treatise on the subject mentioned. The 
meeting then adjourned.

M. Kingslcy ex- 
plored the Cameron regions and made 
herself quite at home among fierce 
gorillas and fiercer cannibals. Lady 
Baker, who was the first European to 
sight Albert Nyanza, thought nothing 
of walking into the tent of an Arab 
slaver and fetching out the captives, 
while Miss Jane Moir, Mrs. Bishop, 
Mrs. Marshall and others .also occupy 
honored places as explorers. 



HERE AND THERE 

Every day that passes, in these 
somewhat backward spring days, 
shows us that strangers have come to 
make their homes In Victoria. We see 
them on the cars, we notice them in 
the restaurants and tea-rooms and on 
Sundays and holidays we meet little 
groups of father, mother and children 
going to church or strolling along, ad- 
miring the scenery. 

Ah a rule, wo ure too busy or pre- 
occupied witli our own affairs to pay 
much heed to these, newcomers. Wo 
admire the attractive faces and neat 
costumes of some of the young girls; 
we sinlle as we glance at the prtty 
children and look with pleasure at the 
kindly or perhaps refined faces of the 
older women. But for all the human 
Interest we take in them they might 
as well be pictures or actors in a play. 
And yet young or old, plain or beauti- 
ful, gentle or simple, these people have 
a claim upon our love and sympathy. 
They have left behind them old friends 
and familiar associations. Many have 
come away from homes and are, per- 
haps for the first time in their lives 
living in rooms In a boarding house or 
hotel. They know no one or very few, 
and even the scenery lacks the beauty 
that In the course of years old resi- 
dents have learned to discern. Among 
them are some whose faces and dress 
alike tell that they have suffered re- 
cent bereavement. What are the 
women of Victoria doing to make the 
city a home to these strangers'.' It is 
onlv as individuals we can act. There 
Is scarcely a neighborhood in which 
some family has not come to reside. 
| For once, let us throw aside our rc- 
| servo and do what we can to make life 
more pleasant for our new neighbors. 
If there is to be reserve and coldness, 
let it be on the part of the newcomers. 
Ladles who have lived years in Vic- 
toria can afford to run the risk of be- 
ing snubbed, if their neighbors are ill- 
bred enough to be guilty of such rude- 
ness. But let us, at least, simply and 
kindly, offer to those who have come 
to live among us our friendship. If 
either we or they find that we are un- 
congenial companions, no harm will 
have been done. If on the contrary we 
find that we have been able to make 
lives happier and hearts lighter, we 
will be amply rewarded for any trouble 
we may have taken. There is no luck 
of warm hearts and generous feeling 
among the women of Victoria, and this 
will prompt us to act towards our new 
neighbors with true Western hospi- 
tality.

The following extract from the 
Woman's Homo Companion shows the 
stranger's point of view. "Here is an 
illustration of the needless loneliness 
from which some American women 
suffer because there ts little ' solidarity 
in social life. I will tell you a story 
that I heard tho other day. A family, 
for business reasons, was transplated 
from one state to another. Trans- 
planting is not a pleasant process when 
it involves going across country a 
thousand miles to make a new start 
among strangers. The man who has 
been sent to superintend a new plant, 
who meets men, is absorbed in activ- 
ity and occupied from morning until 
night, understands almost nothing of 
the pressure of solitude that weighs 
upon the homesick heart of his wife. I 
quote from a letter: 'We have a nice 
little house on a pleasant street, but 
when I walk out I see only strange 
faecHT the people In the church we at- 
tend are clannish and have taken thus 
far no notice of us, and I have no so- 
ciety except that of my husband and 
children. I love them devotedly, but 1 
have been accustomed to taking part 
in whatever went on In the place 
where we lived, and when I see ladies 
meeting on Hie street and chatting 
in completely .alone, 
en a caller, you may Im- 
out of it I feel. A few 
...... my husband was obliged to 

go away for a few days on a business 
trip, and he look me with him. It was 
a welcome break in the monotony, hut 
what am I to think of the fact that the 
wives of several of his business asso- 
ciates, who must have known of my 
absence, took that opportunity to call 
on me and leave their own and their 
husband's cards. Shall I return these 
calls, or am I to understand that the 
civility was so slight that it did not 
intimate a desire for further acqualnt- 
a nee ?' ' 
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frequent or so severe as in former days 
is a matter of common observation. 
Whether children are better or worse 
for their immunity it is difficult to tell.

For 
guild or ill, the day lias passed when 
harshness or severity formed a large 
part of parental discipline. Is not the 
objection to punishment on the part of 
many parents due to indifference? It 
is too much trouble to correct the bad 
boy or to control that wayward girl. The 
father is too busy with his business, 
his club, or his lodge to watch his boy 
and th:' mother's household work oi- 
lier society duties often prevent her 
from spending the time necessary to 
win her little girl's confidence or to 
guide her conduct. There are so many 
stitches to put in, so much washing or 
Ironing to be done, or so many calls to 
make that the. 'little ones are left very 
much to their own devices. What they 
think about, with whom they play, the 
lessons they learn from their teachers 
and from their fellow-pupils are things 
with which many parents do not con- 
cern themselves. Home day. when It Is 
too kite, they fine; to their infinite sor- 
row that the young girl is beyond their 
control or that the boy bar. taken to 
evil ways. No thought or time is then 
spared to repair the mischief that care- 
lessness has done. 

It is not that love has been wanting 
but that the need for careful watchful- 
ness has not been felt. The lad who 
knows that his father takes a keen In- 
terest in his sports and in his studies 
and who feels his mother's gentle influ- 
ence exerted over him at all times Is 
not likely to yield to tho temptations 
that :l city must offer, and the girl who 
shares her mother's duties and feels 
that she is her clearest frienfl as well 
us her most constant companion will 



tiot be the associate of rude girls or 
silly boys. 

It must not, however, be forgotten 
that young people must have compan- 
ions of their own age. It is worth some 
sacrifice both of tlmo and money to 
give It to them In their own homes. 
Pleasures which are approved of and 
shared by their elders are the most 
wholesome for growing boys and girls. 
These and out-of-door sports should 
constitute their pleasures till they are 
old enough to choose their own com- 
panions and govern their own conduct.

The Cassorole. 

There are some housekeepers who 
wonder what a "Casserole" is. The 
following description from the Chicago 
News shows that it has been consid- 
ered ntcessary to enlighten the house- 
wives of that modern and progressive 
city 011 the. subject: 

Given a low price piece of meat, a 
little soup stock, a few vegetables — 
and a casserole — and your answer will 
be a dinner dish which your husband 
will compare favoraby to the best 
offering in his favorite restaurant. 

The casserole should be recognized 
as first aid to the thrifty housewife. 
It puts the roasting pan to shame,

A casserols is nothing more than a 
round, scpiat but rather deep earthen 
dish with a thick, equally squat handle 
on one side. Dish and tight-fitting 
cover are of the same ware, generally 
a dull, reddish 'brown, glazed within, 
rough without. They come also in 
fancy Oermun ware, white inside and 
brown outside. Japanese casserole 
arc much more fanciful and dress the 
table prettily, but arc- not more useful 
in the kitchen. 

How to Use. 

The round casserole is used for 
braising or cooking ordinary low- price 
cuts of meat with potatoes and veget- 
ables. Those who desire lo use them 
for large roasts, like loin of pork or 
leg of lamb, must buy the long, nar- 
row receptacle. In the ordinary round 
shape, holding a quart or more, they 
cost 75 cents, cover and all. A dollar 
buys a larger one, suitable for a big 
family dinner. 

The economical way to use a cas- 
serole is to bank your fire, if you use 
coal, and place tho casserole containing 
meat and vegetables In a moderate 
oven for four hours. It you use a gas 
range, have only one burner lighted 
.and that turned low. Cooking en cas- 
serole combines the process of steam- 
ing and roasting. Not an iota of the 
savor or juices is lost In the process. 

Lamb on Casserole. 

Buy three good-sized slices of steak 
from the leg. Have a frying pan pip- 
ing hot, and in this sear the meat 
without burning II. This Is to prevent 
the escape, of the juices. Brush the 
nveat over with .melted butter (a small 
paint brush is good for this purpose) 
and sprinkle with pepper and sail. Put 
the meat Into the casserole and let it 
bake uncovered in a brisk oven about 
fifteen minutes. While this is being 
done, strain two cups of canned toma- 
toes lulo a stew pan and thicken with 
two tablespoons of flour rubbed with 
an equal amount of 'butter. Cut raw 
potatoes In cubes half an inch large 
and allow enough to fiii a coffee cup.

"Kaeh 
competitor, must send with his entry a 
medical certificate of his fitness to take 
part in the race, and must further un- 
dergo a medical examination previous 
to the start by tho British Olympic 
council." This letter rule Is all right 
but the mandate ordering a runner to 
retire at the command of an official 
after tho race is started is llkoly to 
cause complications If tho officials at- 
tempt to enforce it, says tho Post. 

It can he assumed from the rule that 
the officials aro empowered to order 
a man from the race if in their esti- 
mation he is in danger of collapsing 
or injuring himself. Now, an official 
cannot stop a man to make an exam- 
ination to see in what condition he Is. 

They must go by appearance, and 
in nothing is tho saying "Appearances 
are. deceptive" more true than In ath- 
letics. Take for instance tho case of 
Billy Frank, tho long distance runner 
of the Irish-American A.C. After Billy 
hus gone two miles in a race he looks 
like a ghost, and those who have never 
seen him run would say that he was 
on the verge of collapse. With his 
faco drawn up as If suffering terrible 
agonies and staggering over the track 
he looks as if ho was about to pass in 
his checks. But when the bell rings 
for the last lap Billy is generally on 
his feet and well up to the front. 
Frank's case ia only one of many. 

The man that looks cooked live miles 
out in a Marathon may ahako out and 
llnlsh in front as fresh as tho pro- 
verbial daisy, while a runner that looks 
to be moving strong and well within 
his powers, may tie up In a hundred 
yards and be forced to drop or slow 
down to a walk. 

Arthur Newton, the "Little Giant" 
of the New York A.C., outdistanced 
the field In the St. Louis Marathon In 
1904, and at twenty miles was leading 
by more than a mile. He was sudden- 
ly taken with cramps and was forced 
to drop out. Ernie Hertberg, the 
trainer of the Irish- American A.C, at 
the time, showed his fine sportsman- 
ship by working on Newton, and got 
him going again so that he managed 
to finish third in position. A half hour 
after he finished the gruelling journey 
Arthur was examined by doctors, and 
his condition was pronounced to bo 
almost normal, yet an hour before a 
person who had seen him tic up from 
cramps, would have been likely to 
think that he was In a serious con- 
dition. 

Nothing except an actual examina- 
tion can prove a runner's condition, 
for appearances arc not worth a fig. 
"If an athlete passes the examination 
before the race, which examination 
qualifies him to start, why should he 
be Interfered with during the. actual 
running of the race?" is a query put 
by one of the Marathon men regard- 
ing the ruling of the British Olympic 
council. Besides, the rule leaves room 
for unfairness. An over- officious 
member of tlie "medical corps" niigl)t 
order a man out of the race just to 
show his authority. It seems an 
absurd thing to do, hut over-zealous 
officials are as common as files around 
a sugar barrel. Then the runner who 
was ordered nut of tho race always 
will ho under the Impression that he 
was treated unfairly and his country- 
men would be more than likely to back 
him up.

HAS BIG SHIPMENT OF SILK 



Largest Number of Chinese 
Brought for Many Months 
on Any 'Steamer 



With 891 passengers, 1,317 tons of 
cargo including 1,519 bales of silk 
valued at about one million dollars, the 
R.M.S. Empress of India arrived in 
Royal Roads yesterday soon after noon 
and dropped anchor. Capt. Beetham 
Was unwilling to come to the wharf 
and the steamer Otter acted as tender. 
The while liner lost one day as a re- 
sult of log when on her way from 
Hongkong to Shanghai and left Yoko- 
hama one day late. The effort to make 
up this time on the way across was 
unavailing, 'bad weather being encoun- 
tered. During one heavy blow, J. 
Robertson, un able seaman who joined 
the steamer here, was swept overboard 
and drowned. There were 101! in the 
saloon, including Frank S. Barnard and 
Mrs. Barnard of this city, who left 
here a year ago on a tour of the world.

The steamer left Hongkong with 
732 Chinese passengers, while owing 
to the growth of the boycott against 
Japan in consequence of the Tatsu 
Maru affair, the steamer America 
Maru of the T. K. K. line which sailed 
at the same time took only 25 Chin- 
ese passengers. To this number in the 
steerage 13 Japanese were added at 
Yokohama, making a total of 715 
st"orage passengers. For Victoria the 
steamer had 1-13 Chinese, who, with 
their baggage and effects were placed 
on board the steamer Otter. Of these 
23 will have to pay the head tax of 
S500, the government receiving over 
XI 1,000 in taxes from the complement 
brought by the steamer Otter from 
the white liner. There were as well 
221 Chinese for Vancouver and points 
beyond in Canada, many of whom will 
pay their head tax at the Terminal 
city, S4, including three women for 
U. S. points and 320 for countries 
beyond, Mexico, Mauritius, Havana, 
and other places. 

News was brought by the Empress 
of a series of disastrous conflagra- 
tions at Peking, involving the loss of 
many lives, duo to incendiarism. Nine 
tires took place in as many days at 
the- end or March and beginning of 
April, anti-dynastic rebels are con- 
sidered responsible and wholesale ar- 
rests have been made. Mysterious ; 
signs marked with blood on some of 
the houses of oliicials have added to i 
the general alarm occasioned by the 
conflagrations. The most disastrous of 
t'ne tires swept away an entire block 
near the Chlenmen gate. 

Tile floods at Hankow, briefly re- 
ported by cable, were more disastrous 
than was stated in the earlier re- 
ports, according to advices. The river 
ro.se 21 feet in ten hours during a 
heavy storm and over a thousand 
junks were capsized. The loss of life 
was over 3000 

Baron Sakatani, who left Yokohama, 
tr/o days prior to the sailing of the 
Empress of India on board the steam- 
er ICaga Maru, due tomorrow, was 
glvon an enthusiastic "send-off," a 
largo gatherings of oliicials and others 
Vicing at the pier.

AGAPANTHUS COMES TO 

hWTERJTHE DRYD0CK 

British Steam Freighter Here to Have 
Repairs to Rudder Stock and 
Other Damage 



The British steamer Agapanthus ar- 
rived at Esquimau on Sunday and was 
placed in the dry dock yesterday 
morning for examination by Llovd's 
surveyor, Mr. T. G. Mitchell. The 
Agapanthus, a steel screw steamer of 
4,409 tons gross, carried a cargo of 
coal from the Atlantic coast to Magda- 
lena bay for use of Admiral Evans 
squadron, being one of a large fleet of 
British freighters which were engage ! 
as colliers for the United States war- 
ships. She came from the Mexican 
port to Nanaimo in ballast and has 
been lying at Departure bay for some 
time awaiting orders. 

It was found after arrival of tho 
Agapanthus at the coal' port that her 
rudder stock had been broken and a 
new casting will be necessary. Speci- 
fications for tills work, and what oth- 
er work is found necessary on survey, 
will be made and tenders called for 
the work. The Agapanthus is owned 
by J. B. Murray <t Co., of Glasgow, 
for whom she was built In 1S93. 



MOUNT TEMPLE'S SALVAGE 



Floating of the C. P. R. Steamer Was 
One of the Most Profitable Jobs * 
on the Eastern Coast 



Tho recent salvage of the C.P.R 
steamer Mount Temple, completed over 
a week ago, was one of the most valu- 
able salvage jobs performed on that 
coast. The "Mount Temple," In her 
regular service, was boundVrom. Lon- 
don Nov. 13 via Antwerp for St. John, 
N.B., when she ran ashore during a 
snowstorm on Lahave Ironbound Is- 
land, near Hridgewater, Nova Scotia, 
and remained. She Is a twin-screw 
steamer of 8,709 t.g., and G.GtU net reg- 
ister, and was abandoned to the under- 
writers after her cargo had all been 
removed in good condition. A coffer- 
dam was built in her hull for the use 
of compressed air over the hole made 
by the rock which pierced her bottom, 
and by this means she was at length 
successfully floated and able to pro- 
ceed under her own steam with her 
starboard engine In good condition, to- 
ward Halifax, where she will drydock 
for repairs estimated* at $50,000. It is 
stated that the salvors spent $30,000 mi 
the job under contract for half the 
value of the ship when floated and de- 
livered in dry dock at Halifax with a 
guarantee of £ 2,500 whether successful 
or not. The Halifax Graving Dock Co. 
did tlie work, employing some of tho 
same men who floated the '•Bavarian" 
at Quebec by a similar process. 

Plea For Day Dreaming.

Regular Lines Lower ' Freight 
on Flour to $2 Per Ton to 
Meet Traiiips 



Another cut has been made In the 
trans-Pacific freight rates to take ef- 
fect next Friday. A further reduction 
of GO cents per ton, bringing the rate 
down to $2 per ton of 2,000 tons for 
ports in Japan and Hongkong, has 
been made owing to tho keen competi- 
tion of the tramp freighters' which cut 
into the wheat and flour trade Of tho 
regular liners to a considerable extent. 
The steamer Sheila, tho last tramp 
chartered by Jebsen & Ostrandor, the 
chief competing firm of the lines In the 
joint freight bureau in the North Pa- 
cific trade, is carrying flour across the 
Pacific to Japan and Hongkong at 
even a lower rate than that to which 
tlie regular lines have cut — $1.75 per 
ton. Less than a month ago the regu- 
lar liners were getting $3 and $3.50 per 
ten for wheat and Hour to japan and 
Hongkong and $4. GO to Shanghai. The 
tramp steamers plying in tho Pacific, 
particularly Norwegian steamers, took 
freight for $2.50 at that time, and got 
tho business away from the regular 
lines to a considerable extent. In 
consequence it was decided to reduce 
the rates on wheat and Hour to $2.50, 
and a reduction was also made for 
straight lots of 3,000 tons to Shanghai, 
the rate quoted being $3.50. No change 
is made in this rate, but from Friday 
next the regular liners will carry food- 
stuffs, for $2 between Puget Sound and 
British Columbia ports and Portland 
to Hongkong and regular ports of call 
In Japan. 

In regard to the light between the 
regular lines and the tramps tho Ta- 
coina Ledger says: 

"Competition between the regular 
lines plying to the Orient and Jebsen 
& Ostrander, operating to Vladivo- 
stock and North China, appears to be 
growing more intense each day. The. 
outside firm continues to charter 
tramps to carry cargo, although the 
members of tlie trans-Pacific traffic 
bureau recently made a material re- 
duction In freights on wheat and Hour 
to the Far East. 

"Yesterday It was reported that Job- 
sen & Ostrander had closed another 
time charter through the agency of 
Konrad Furuboln, of Tacoma, manager 
of the oNrse-Oriental Trading com- 
pany. Mr. Furubotn refused to dis- 
cuss the- matter, but elsewhere lt Is 
rumored that the fixture is the Nor r 
wegian steamer Hornelen. The. tramp 
is now at San Francisco, but jit |s un- 
derstood she will carry luniber and 
piles from Puget Sound to La Boca. 
If this is the case, Jebsen & Ostran- 
dor are entering a field they have 
hitherto not invaded. 

"It is also understood that Jebsen & 
Ostrander are charterers of the Brlt- 
ish steamer Sheila, which has fixed 
Friday to carry Hour and general car- 
go from Portland to North China. 

"Another recent fixture is that of 
the British steamer River Forth, 
which will carry lumber from Puget 
Sound and Portland to Guaymas, Aca- 
jutla and La Boca at $10. Tho River 
Forth Is a large carrier of 3.G52 net 
tons. She has been at San Francisco 
since January 14, when she arrived 
with Australian coal. On account of 
slow discharge at tho Bay City the 
tramp lost a valuable wheat charter, 
Tacoma loading. 



HALIBUT SCHOONERS 

SUFFERED IN GALE 



Decker Had Rudder Smashed While 
Scudding Before Storm — Savsd 
By Jury Rig 



The fleet of Seattle halibut fishing 
schooners engaged- on the grounds off 
tho west coast of Vancouver Island 
encountered the worst storm for some 
years on Thursday night. Tho severe 
gale, the fishermen say, reached a vel- 
ocity of seventy-eight miles an hour 
off tlie cape, and the schooners had to 
scud along under bare poles to keep 
from being capsized. 

Even at that, the craft wore keeled 
over, while the decks were swept bare 
and hardly a vessel in the fleet came 
through the storm without suffering 
some loss. Fortunately tho squall did 
Hot come on them unawares and there 
was no loss of life, although during the 
hard part of the blow the strain on tho 
rigging was such that nearly every 
skipper anticipated losing- some of, his 
sticks. 

The Jessie V. Decker, Capt, Rommen 
had tho most trying experience of all 
the schooners. A tremendous- sea curl- 
ed over her stern and smashed the til- 
ler, and as the rtfdder swung loose it 
was threshed up against the stern and 
smashed into matchwood. Tho craft 
swung at the ' mercy of the gale for 
over a quarter of" an hour, while Capt. 
Rommen and his prew worked frantic- 
ally to rig a jury rudder. 

This was done with cable and land- 
yards, the schooner's water cask being 
utilized for a drag. All the while the 
si as were sweui.'ng the deck, and the 
task was only accomplished after the 
greatest difficulty. Finally the rigging 
was accomplished, and this held her 
steady enough to weather tlie storm. 

After tho blow Capt. Rommen set 
sail and started for Seattle, arriving 
Sunday, with no fish to show for his 
trip, but satisfied to get ashore. . He 
used his jury rudder all the way home. 

The schooner .Crescent also arrived 
with her sails badly torn, and she will 
have to refit before putiug to sea again. 
The Crescent reported tlie Daisy had 
also suffered In her rigging and had 
put Into Neah Bay for repairs.

JAPANESE PLEASURE 

CRAFT TO BE LAUNCHED 

"Yakata," Being Built for Service on 
Waters of the Gorgo, to Be 
Floated Today 



The Yakata, a shallow-draught boat 
of Japanese construction, practically a 
cross between a sampan and a junk, 
built by Nlshirnoto and his associate 
boatbuilders in the upper harbor for 
use as a floating tea house at the 
Gorge this summer will bo launched 
at high water today. The hull of the 
picturesque craft, the only vessel of 
its kind in these waters, has been 
completed and fashioned after the ap- 
proved manner of the homeland tor 
such craft. There is the high prow, 
thi! big rudder pole and long sweep, 
Ihe fancy rails, and all '.ppurtonencos 
of a pleasure boat such as could be 
seen at many points in the Inland Sea, 
and a house is to be built after 
launching which will accommodate the 
patrons of the floating tea house. This 
house with steeply curved roof and 
silk-eurtalned windows is to be in 
keeping with flip general construction 
of tlie boat. Following the launching 
of the Yakata a powerful steam 
launch, equipped with a Union engine 
of 12 horse power which will be used 
In towing this craft, also built by the 
Japanese carpenters, will be launched. 

The launch will lie devoid of cere- 
mony. There will be none of Ihe 
fluttering paper festoons, tlie released 
pigeons soaring from a crate or day 
fireworks which ore a feature of the 
launches of such craft In Japan; nor 
will there lie any Shinto priest called 
with yellow gown and shaven head to 
offer Incense to the ship-gods, the 
funadama, which .all Japanese sailor- 
men reverence and fear until they gel 
beyond the home ports and achieve 
that veneer of wester:; conditions 
which makes them forget these, tilings, 
in Japan, though they build shrines 
to tlie funadama, the principal one be- 
ing near Osaka. There are wonder- 
ful legends told of the water gods. 

HALDIS OUT IN BALLAST 

Norwegian Steamer Makes Voyage 
Across tho Pacific Without a 
Pound of Cargo 

The freight offering for tramp steam- 
ers generally in the trans-Pacific trade 
is not large, and In consequence of the 
poor outlook the Norwegian stenmer 
Haldjs,, which since she was under 
charter to tlie Mackenzie steamship 
company had beer, running to Panama, 
left yesterday morning outward from 
Nanaimo In ballast to China. Recent- 
ly several other steam freighters have 
made long trips In ballast, the Willes- 
den and another Watts steamer going 
from British Columbia to Newcastle in 
ballust and another •■steamer'' to Moji, 
Japfi'n. 



A few days before tlie sailing of the 
steamer Empress of India from Yo- 
kohama, J. H. Hilland, vice president 
of the Chicago, Mllwauklo and St. 
Paul signed a contract with Mr. Taka- 
hashl, president of the Osaka Shosen 
Kalsha for a steamship service to run 
in conjunction with the new trans- 
continental road to start In June of 
next year. The Japan Gazette says In 
this connection: 

•'The Osaka Shosen. Kalsha has de- 
cided to Inaugurate', an' American line 
m June, 1009,' Witn fix stool steamers, 
of 6,000 tons each, ordered from the 
Mitsubishi and KaSvasaki yards. The 
American uort of call is Tacoma. to 
effect coiuiection with the St. Paul- 
Milwaukee railway; "according to a 
contract recently concluded between 
the O. S. K. and the American rail- 
way company. 

"The Osaka Shosen Kalsha has just 
opened regular service to Tsingtao, 
the Onsbu Maru' being the first 
steameY of the company calling there. 

"The Kobe Herald says Japanese 
papers state . that Mr. -Nakahashl, 
president of tho O. S. K. and Mr. inl- 
and, of the Chicago, Milwaukee, and 
St. Paul Railway company had a final 
conference on April 9th In regard to 
the proposed O. S. K. steamship ser- 
vice In connection with the railway 
and a provisional agreement was 
signed for the issuing of through 
steamship ami railway tickets. Mr. 
Hiland leaves Yokohama on the 14th 
for home, and as soon as the project 
has been sanctioned by the railway 
company a definite contract will be 
entered into. It is hoped that the 
construction of the necessary vessels 
and the extension of the railway line 
will In? completed In time for the 
through service to start In June next 
year. Tho railway company in ques- 
tion was established in 1864 with a 
capital of $132,940,000. lt has deben- 
tures to the amount of $125,840,000. 

FOR NOME TRADE 

Joseph K. Smith Charters Vessel for 
the Alaska Shipping 
Season 



The steamer Maori King, a vessel 
owned by Chinese and others at China 
coast ports, mostly at Hongkong, has 
been confiscated by the British courts 
at Shanghai on the ground that she 
was. falsely registered under the Brit- 
ish flag. The Maori King flew the Brit- 
ish (lag and has been Involved in 
various adventures on tlie China coast. 
On her arrival at Shanghai some 
weeks ago a British warship over- 
hauled her and after examination of 
her papers ordered her to Shanghai 
where proceedings- were entered 
against her for Hying tlie British flag 
unlawfully, it being held that her re- 
gistration was false. This tlitv-ceurt 
upheld and ordered the confiscation of 
the steamer. 

The Maori King, has been used in 
carrying Chinese coolies to Guaymas, 
Mexico, for work on the railway near 
that point and on two voyages there 
have been mutinies' and 'fights during 
the voyage, the steamer putting into 
San Diego on one occasion as a result 
of trouble on " board. It developed 
during file progress of the trial at 
Shanghai that there Is suspicion that 
many of tlie Chinese coolies, taken to 
Guaymas were kidnapped, and the 
Chinese government Is expected to ask 
for tho prosecution of those Implicated 
in tha kidnapping of the Chinese la- 
borers. 
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WIREL ESS SE RVICE 

Japanese Steamers Will Be Equipped 
— Charge for Public Messages to 
and From Steamers 



Arrangements have been made by 
tho Japanese government for wireless 
telegraphic service between the steam- 
ers of the Nippon Yus'=n kalsha line 
plying to this port an-.i 'bo shore sta- 
tions of tlie Japanese coast. Shortly 
before the R.M>.S. Empress of India, 
which arrived yesterday, left Yoko- 
hama, a notification was issued by 
tho bureau of communications that on 
and after May 1 wireless telegraph will 
be inaugurated for the public bene- 
fit between land and sea within 120 
nautical miles at the following rate: 

Japanese ■ message" — 40 sen (20 
cents) (not exceeding 15 letters); 10 
©on (5 cents) per additional five let- 
ters. 

Foreign messages— SO sen (25 cents) 
(not exceeding five words); 10 sen 
(5 cents) per additional word. 

When messages pass through ordin- 
ary telegraph offices ashore the regu- 
lar rate is to be added to the above 
wireless rate. For the time being, the 
wireless telegraph office will be 
opened at Choshl, Capo Inuboye, and 
ten N.Y.K. and T.K.K. American lin- 
ers will be furnished with wireless 
telegraphy apparatus. Messages from 
tlie above seashore telegraph office 
may be kept for not more than thirty 
days until the sbsamcrs, to which they 
are to be sent, enter the zone of 120 
miles. 



Joseph K. Smith"; of the British 
Coast company, iias returned from Se- 
an If, where he has I n engaged for 

three weeks past, contracting freights 
lor the approaching Alaska shipping 
season for the Alaska Navigation com- 
pany by whom he has been elected 
general manager. In speaking of the 
Alaska shipping outlook for 190S, Mr. 
Smith said: 

"Freight shipments offering for 
Alaska encourage 1 Puget sound ship- 
ping men to believe that more people 
| will go north this year than in 190G 
and 1907. Important new gold fields 
are reported in tho Koyukuk placer 
fields and Nome country. 

"We have chartered the steamship 
Carlos for the Seattle-Nome run this 
season. The Carlos Is a new steel 
steam schooner and was launched at 
San Francisco on Thursday last. She 
will carry one hundred passengers and 
two thousand tons of freight, beside 
her fuel lor thirty-four days steam- 
ing. Crude petroleum will be used for 
fuel. 

"The Carlos is a modern vessel in 
every respect and Is beamy and light 
In draft Sin- Is equipped with strong 
lifting gear and is especially adapted 
for heavy freighting. The engines and 
house are set well aft, leaving unusual 
space free for cargo. The ' Alaska 
Navigation company was the lowest 
bidder for carrying United States gov- 
ernment coal to u. S. army posts this 
season. Tills coal tonnage will 
amount to about seven thousand tons.

Lily-Growing in Bermuda. 

There Is only one monument in the 
whole British colony of the Bermudas 
—and it is erected to the memory of 
an American. This fact may seem a 
bit strange until one has heard the 
story, which is really a story of the 
Bermuda Illy, and of tlie man who 
made it possible. 

Many years ago — during President 
Hayes' administration, In fact — Gen. 
Bussell Hustings, who had made for 
himself a brilliant record during tho 
Civil war, was married in the White 
House at AVashlngton. He and his 
ide went to Bermuda on their wed- 
were so charmed witli 
the beauty of the place that they re- 
solved then and there to return, and, 
if possible, to make it their permanent 
abode. " The climate, too, appealed to 
them. The general had been seriously 
wounded in the war, and was far from 
well. 

A little later the two came again, 
not as tourists tills time, but as home- 
seekers. In those days the now existing 
law that none but English citizens can 
own land in English colonies was not 
In force. So Gen. Hastings had no dif- 
ficulty in acquiring a large estate. He 
chose a picturesque site in the little 
city of Hamilton, surrounding a land- 
locked bay. Here in built his home, 
"Soncl," which stands today amongst 
tropical trees and luxuriant flowers. 

Not only did Gen. Hastings at onco 
become deply interested in the place, 
and in the possibilities for Its develop- 
ment; but he was genuinely distressed 
at the poverty of tho islanders. Set- 
ting about to improve matters, he stud- 
led climatic conditions, experimented 
again and again, and at length his ef- 
forts were. crowned with success. It 
was found "that bur present-day Eas- 
ter lily, originally a native of Japan, 



would attain in Bermuda a perfection 
of loveliness hitherto unknown. The 
islanders were soon pressed into ser- 
vice, und since about 1870 the culture 
of lilies lias been not only their chief 
pride but their chief means of liveli- 
hood as well. 

Imagine a tiny group of islands far 
out in the Atlantic — the largest of 
them about fifteen miles long and not 
wider, at most, than a mile and a half 
— set beneath tlie bluest of blue skies, 
and 'seeming to 'rest on water whose 
transparency and brilliancy of color 
are unequalled anywhere. Tills Is Ber- 
muda, the home of the Easter lily. 

As the incoming boat skirts the 
shore, the lily fields look from a dis- 
tance like white summer clouds drop- 
ped down from the sky upon the green 
Islands. Lily frangrance fills the air 
and is blown by the wind far out over 
the water. Coming nearer you see tho 
fields more clearly — rows upon rows of 
blossoms, tall, stately and snowy white. 
It is very beautiful. 

Ordinarily only bulbs are exported, 
but at the rush season whole boat loads 
of cut buds and of thickly-budded 
plants are packed and shipped away, 
carrying the sweet message of the 
Eastertide into countless, homes and

MILL OWNERS AGREE 
ON LUMBER PRICES 

Delegation to Mountain Asso- 
ciation Brings Back Sat- 
isfactory Report 



Vancouver, April 27.— There will he 
no cutting of prices on lumber by 
coast mills because of the notion of 
tho mountain mills in underselling the 
market. An agreement between tho 
mountain and coast millmen was 
reached on Friday at a conference hold 
in Nelson.

YOUTHFUL DESPERADOES 

Lcad=r of Bad Cranbrook G^nj Sent- 
enced to Four Years in 
Reformatory 



Vancouver, April 27. — Frank West 
was brought to Vancouver today from 
Cranbrook to serve a term of four 
vears in the reformatory. West was 
the leader of a gang of young toughs 
in Cranbrook, and though only 14 years 
of age had been In trouble on a num- 
ber of occasions. .. ... ...

On May 22, 2'i, 2i and 25 a big moot- 
ing will be held at my house, and on 
May 2« we will set out for Ottawa, 
where we hope to get some detlnlte 
statement on the question of Indian 
lands."

DREDGI NG FO R GOLD 

Operators With New Process Hope to 
Get Yellow Metal in Quantity 
at Granite Creek 



Burton S. Adams, of Spokane, ac- 
companied by his assistant, Mr. Can- 
non, arrived in town last Saturday on 
his way to Granite Creek, where lie, 
in company with Mr. Weeks has, as 
already announced In the Star, se- 
cured some considerable extent of 
placer ground, says the Slmllkameen 
Star. Mr. Adams is making arrange- 
ments for testing the ground with a 
new' kind of dredger which has been 
patented in the United States, Canada 
and Australia. 

Having proven the ground to be 
profitable the pony testing plant will 
bo displaced by a largo, modern 
dredge fitted with the invention of Mr. 
Weeks for economic gold saving. The 
machinery will come, largely, from 
the coast and will be freighted on 
wagons from Coutlec to Granite Creek. 
The recent strike on "Welldo of frond 
placer gives rise to the belief among 
competent prospectors that the whole 
basin at tho confluence of the Tula- 
mcen and Granite Creek is a rich auri- 
ferous deposit, containing platinum as 
well as the yellow metal 

Mr. Weeks' patent will save gold at 
a depth of 40 feet below water, which 
is sufficient to reach bedrock in the 
Welldo basin and It may be all along 
tho Tulamen as far as Princeton. In 
the early days placermen made as 
high as $30,000 in this section by the 
old primitive "Armstrong" process, 
with rocker, pick and shovel, and it 
is reasonable to hope that greater re- 
sults will follow the scientific use of 
machinery. 



Duty on Bridge Plans. 

Vancouver, April 27. — The admission 
of the plans for the hew bridges across 
False Creek, prepared by Engineer 
Waddell and sent in from the United 
States, may become a casus belli be- 
tween the city and the government at 
Ottawa. When these plans arrived they 
were released from the customs on the 
payment of a nominal fee, but the 
question of the final charge was left 
for negotiation. The local authorities 
now claim that they have received In- 
structions from the Ottawa customs 
authorities to levy duties to the full.

London, April 25. — Originally giving 
tho name of George Edwards on his 
arrest as a suspected person fre- 
quenting city banks for felonious pur- 
poses, when brought up on remand 
on Thursday at the Guild hall the ac- 
cused, who was discharged, readily 
admitted his Identity with that of 
"Eddie" Guerin, the famous Devil's 
Isle fugitive. 

His arrest was mado by Detective 
Bcechcy, who saw him with another 
man loitering about the doorway of 
the London City and Midland hauls, 
Threadneedlo street. Keeping the 
pair under observation the officer, saw- 
thorn enter several other banks. Then, 
according to tin- detective's evidence, 
accused, noticing he was followed, 
walked boldy up to a constable and 
asked the way to the Credit Lyon- 
nais. 

Then the detective arrested him, and 
stated that' he gave? the name of Ed- 
wards and a false Brighton address, 
described himself as an interpreter, 
and explained ills conduct by stating 
that he was writing a book which re- 
quired that he should visit banks in 
order to obtain certain information. 
At Scotland Yard his linger prints 
when examined were Identified as 
those of Guerin. 

On Thursday the accused cross-ex- 
amined tho detective with great skill, 
eliciting the face that he had remain- 
ed only a minute in cuch of tho eight 
banks lie was seen ' to • visit; in fact, 
Just long enough to give him time to 
look up and down the counters. Also 
that ho had stated thai; he was living 
in West street, Brighton, in the name 
of Mayer. 
"Done His . Best to Keep Straight." 

Accused elected to give evidence in 
his own behalf, and stated that his 
right name was Edward Guerin. Last 
Juno when he was discharged he was 
tho. victim of an attempted assassin- 
ation. Ever since then he had been 
engaged in writing articles for differ- 
ent papers, and for these articles he 
had obtained the copyright rights, in- 
tending to publish them in book form. 

The publishers had told him that 
they wanted SO.OOO words, and it was 
necessary for him to gather further 
details. He was engaged upon this in 
the - city when apprehended. Mr. Jus- 
tice Darling had told him at the Old 
Bailey that lie hadl'Coneluded that he 
was a British subject, and that he had 
the same right to the i protection of the 
law as any other British subject. He 
had done his best to keep straight and 
live an honest life. 

The book he was writing was a book 
that brought him into the city to ver- 
ify Ids information that the banks of 
the city of London are so well guard- 
ed that it is an Impossibility to com- 
mit a robbery. lie had written an ar- 
ticle, and would read it if they liked. 

The magistrate's clerk said it could 
be handed to tho magistrate, and the 
document was passed up to the bench. 

Tho Magistrate's Clerk: How are 
you going to verify your information 
by going into the banks? — by simply 
walking In a^nd seeing the protection, 
such as does not exist on the contin- 
ent. 

Tho man with him he had met on 
a boat coming home from Nova Sco- 
tia two years ago.

Guerin told him that he had reserved 
the copyright and book privileges for 
tho stories he had written for weekly 
papers, and asked him to see some 
publishers with a view to their publi- 
cation. 

Mr. Grant Richards said that he 
wanted 80,000 words written with 
greater attention to detail. He saw 
Guerin subsequently and told him 
what he required. 

The alderman said that although the 
prisoner's behavior had been suspi- 
cious, still there was a doubt, and 
he would give him the beliellt of it.

BUILDIN G OF V ., V. & E. 

Progress Made By tho Contractors 
With Work Batween Kercmoos 
and Hedley 



Ou Saturday last the steam shovel 
got across the temporary bridge and 
they expected to have it at work again 
on Tuesday on the cut which lies be- 
tween Brushy Bottom and tho river, 
tho deepest part of which as stated 
last week is shown by tho grade stakes 
to be 11) feet deep says the Hedley 
Gazette. From this cut tho dirt will 
be taken both ways to fill up to the 
end of the bridge and to meet the end 
of the grade on Budd's Brushby Bot- 
tom contract. , 

Beyond that John - Lane, who had 
something over 40 stations Is working 
on the other side of tin- river. Part of 
Lane's work is also down below the 
mouth of Ashnola creek, hut there is 
now very little of that iu finish. 

J. Budd has his Drusliy Bottom con- 
tract pretty nearly finished. His 
whole contract was something over 50 
stations, and he expects to wind it all 
up before the end of April. He be- 
gan work in December. 

At the north end of Brushy Bottom 
tho station men who made a com- 
mencement there some tine ago, but 
afterwards gave It up, have a good 
face ready for the steam shovel to 
work to when It has finished up at 
the lower end of Brushy Bottom. 

Work has been commenced opposite 
Bradshaw's by five men who have 
taken the job of doing about for or 
five stations. 

Between the Shelder ranch and the 
lower end of smelter flat about "half 
the distance shows completed grade, 
which means possibly 70 per cent or 
more of tin; work done, for the por- 
tions completed and noarlnj comple- 
tion represent by all odds the heav- 
iest part of the work. All that will 
remain when present stations now. 
under construction tire completed will 
bo extremely light. 

The rock cut will take about a 
month and a half or two months to 
finish and tho big gravel and hard-pan 
cut just on the other side will be fin- 
ished in a little loss than a month. 

E. P. Howard is getting along bet- 
ter with his contract and will finish up 
In about another month. 



PORT OF LONDON 

BILLJS PRINTED 

Text of New Measure Which 
Amalgamates the Various 
Dock Interests 



The text of the Port of London hill 
has been printed recently. It provides 
for the transfer to a new and specially 
constituted authority of the control of 
the Thames from Teddlngton Weir to 
the mouth of tho estuary, the seaward 
limit of the port being- bounded" by a 
line drawn from- Havengbro Creek (just 
east of Shoeburyness) and Warden 
Point, in the Isle of Sheppy.' The 
Whole of the London docks are to bo 
taken over, the proprietors receiving 
payment in a new port stock to bo 
created for this purpose. Of this there 
will bo in "A" stock, hearing interest at 
3 per cent., which will be a preferred 
stock; and a "B" stock, bearing in- 
terest at I per cent. The largest of the 
undertakings transferred is, of course, 
that of the London and India Dock 
Company, for which the payment is 
fixed at £7,978.87G in "A" stock, and 
£9,893,835 in "B" stock. The share- 
holders In the Surrey Commercial 
docks will receive £ 522,000 in "A" 
stock and £2,385,485 in "B" stock; 
whilst the Millwall duck proprietors 
will take £051,270 in "A" stock and 
£928,504 in "B" stock. 

The personnel of the new authorlty 
will comprise ten appointed members 
and fourteen elected members. Of the 
appointed members the Admiralty is to 
have one representative, the Board of 
Trade one, the London County Council 
live, of which two must he chosen out- 
side the membership of that body, 
whilst the corporation of London and 
Trinity .House will have one repre- 
sentative each. The other members 
will be elected by the payers of dues, 
tho wharfingers, and owners of river 
craft, hut one "one-man-vote" prin- 
ciple will not apply. Those who pay 
.'2 10 lii dues will in- entitled to one 
vote, but the number of votes Is in- 
creased wllli the amount paid up to a 
maximum of ten votes for the payer of 
X 5,000 or over In dues. Similarly, the 
owner of a wharf rated at £G0 will 
have one vote, whilst if the rateable 
value Is £5,000 or over, ha will have 
ten votes. The new authority will have 
no jurisdiction over the River Med- 
vvay, which will lie left in the hands 
of its present conservators. The pow- 
ers of the Thames Conservancy below 
Teddlngton lock are, however, trans- 
ferred in tlie new authority, which i^, 
in consequence, required to take over 
a portion of the existing debt of lis 
predccesHc >r. 

A very Important point in the hill is 
that tlie dock lines are declared to eon- 
railway, and will, therefore, 
.■ored to demand through 
n other railway companies, 
they have merely -anked as 
Within six months from the 
II of the transfer of the vari- 
lus undertakings lo'tho new authority, 
the latter is required to submit to the 
Heard of Trade a schedule of maxi- 
mum port. dues, which will be subject 
to modification by the hitter body be- 
fore being officially authorize 1. The 
Hoard of Trade further reserve pow- 
ers to compel tlie authority to raise 
its rates in case of the revenue prov- 
ing Insufllclent to meet the charges on 
Hie undertaking. The authority is, 
moreover, required to establish a sink- 
ing fund fur the extinction of the capi- 
tal Involved. A. period of no years is 
allowed for the amortization of tho 
stock raised in substitution for the 
debentures, mortgages, and other se- 
curities of the duck companies, and of 
(iO years for the debt^transferced from 
the Thames Conservancy. The bill, wo 
note, makes no mention of tlie scheme 
tor tlie- construction of an ocean wharf 
between Purfleet and Greenhithe, a 
project with some excellent features, 
Cor Which powers were acquired a 
couple of years ago, ami which have 
just been renewed. — Engineering.

One of tiie attractions at the an- 
nual provincial fair this fall will be a 
wireless telegraph station. Applica- 
tions for permission to install a plant 
'uis been made l>y C. B. Cooper, gen- 
oial superintendent of construction of 
the United Wireless Telegraph com- 
pany, to the B. C. Agricultural asso- 
ciation, which referred the matter to 
the city council, and that, body last 
night decided to grant the request. 

The telegraph company asks for suf- 
ficient space in the northwest corner 
of the fair grounds, at the rear of the 
grand stand, for the erection of two 
poles and. an ornate building. The 
poles will' be 200 feet apart and 210 
feet in height, properly guyed to guy 
posts placed in a circle 130 feet from 
each pole. The building will bo about 
fifteen feet in height, and other than 
the land for the building and poles, the 
company will require no space. The 
company accepts in the fullest man- 
ner all responsibility and claims that 
no possible risk of danger can arise 
as It does not use high power, such 
power as needed being furnished, by 
the 15. Electric company. The com- 
pany in other cities pays an annual 
rental of $25 and asks for a five-year 
lease here. If desired, the company 
will put in a glass partition across the 
front of the operating room so that 
the public may watch, the workings of 
the wireless. 

Mr. Cooper also points out in ills 
communication that the plant at the 
fair grounds will prove a convenience 
as the company is establishing' com- 
munication along the Pacific coast as 
far north as Alaska. The city solicit- 
or will be instructed to prepare the 
necessary lease for the land required 
by the company.
